Another dispatch from Shanghai, pub- 
lised today, says telegrams furnished by the 
Taotal, or local governor, to a Chinese 
paper there allege that the Emperor of China 
committed suicide after signing the decrees 
which placed the Dowager Empress at the 
head of affairs in China, | 

This, it is added, is understood to mean 
that the Emperor was assassinated.

BANK PRESIDENT 1S 
ROBBED OF VALISE 
CONTAINING BONDS. 


Samuel Greenwood, While Shopping in 
Philadelphia, Has Securites Worth 
$10,000 Stolen by Substitution of 


Philadelphia, Pa., Oct.1 .—[{ Special. )—Sam- 
uel Greenwood of Coatesville, Pa., Presir 
dent of the Coatesville National Bank, was 
robbed today of a valise containing bonds 
and mortgages valued at $10,000. 

While Mr. Greenwood was shopping and 
transacting business some one managed to 
substitute a valise similar in appearance 


to the one carried by the bank’ President. 


Mr. Greenwood did not learn of the substi- 
tution until “he reached a broker’s office 
on Fourth street. When he opened the va- 
lise to negotiate for the exchange of the 
bonds it contained but a bundle of old news- 
papers.

All the Baghich-speskine. secretaries and 
the principal members of the Chinese For- 
eign office, it is further announced, have 
been seized and banished, , 

The Emperor of China is known lately to 
have shown leanings toward Christianity, 
and it was recently reported that he had 
burned the Confucian classics in the palace. 

The man who will now ascend the throne 
of China is Yin, a grandson of Prince Kung. 
He is a good iooking, intelligent young man 
of decidedly pro-foreign leanings. 
Englishmen who have met’ Yin declare 
he will not be a puppet like his predecessor. 
He has a stronger will, and, moreover, is not 
related to the Dewager Empress. 

A prominent resident of Peking, Dr. 
Dudgeon, who ts the only foreigner who ever 
dined with Yin, asserts that the Dowager 
Bmpress is not opposed to progress. He 
add@s that she was responsible for the in- 
stallation of the electric light in the palaces, 
and introduced a railroad and ah electric 
launch into the palace grounds, She is also 
held to have favored other Western ideas. 

It is now seid that the dismissal of Li Hung 
Chang, who was tne ally of the Dowager 
Empress, ami the strong pressure of Rus- 
sia, which country was alarmed at the prob- 
able results of the mission of the Marquis 
Ito to China, were the true causes of the 
Emperor's deposition. | 

The time, however, has gone by for a con- 
tinuance of the old régime. The young 
China party will not rest satisfied with the 
existing state of things. 

Kang Yuwei, the fugitive Cantonese re- 
former, who is now safe at Hongkong, under 
British protection, is known as the modern 
sage of China. He is the leader of the re- 
form party, and the originator of the society 
formed in opposition to the custom of bind- 
ing the feet of Chinese girls. 


Attack on a British Citizen. 


The British Foreign officé today received 
a dispatch from her Majesty's Minister at 
Peking, saying that Mr. Mortimer, a member 
of the British Legation, on returning home 
yesterday with a lady, was insulted and at- 
tacked by a mob, which stoned him and 
covered him with mud. 

Later in the day, the dispatch adds, some 
American missionaries were e#imilarly at- 
tacked, as was the Chinese Secfetary of the 
United States Legation. The latter's ribs 
were broken. 

Sir Claude M. Macdonald, the British 
Minister at Peking, reports that there is a 
dangerous feeling abroad. 

Steps have been taken to call the atten- 
tion of the Chinese government to these 
outrages. 


Alleged Conspirators Arrested. 

Washington, D. C., Oct. 1.—Minister Ccn- 
ger, at Peking, has forwarded the following 
to the State department: 

*“* Peking, Oct. 1, 1808.—Hay, Washington: 
Six alleged conspirators executed by order 
of Empress yesterday.

Superintendent Kipley had filled these. va- 
cancies under a city ordinance, while the 
Civil Service commission held that they 
should have been filled according to the 
statute. The-constitutionality of the civil 
service law was argued by Attorneys John 
W. Ela, Levy Mayer, and George W. Smith 
for the Civil Service commission. Corpova- 
tion Counsel Thornton and ex-Jidge Smith 
argued against its constitutionality. 

Attorney Levy Mayer, one of those who 
argued for the constitutionality of the law, 
said last night that in his belief, although 
he Knew nothing of the actual facts, Chief 
Kipley already had complied with the letter 
ofthe iaw. 

*“*In fact, Mr. Kipley told me when the 
law was upheld that he would comply strict- 
ly with the letter of it at once,’’ Mr. Mayer 
said. ‘* While I argued for the constitution- 
ality of the law, and know nothing of the act- 
ual facts, I have no doubt but that he has 
done as he said.”’ 

Apparently Chief Kipley has not obeyed 
the mandate In the opinion of the Attorney 
General. The same men are holding office 
as Assistant Superintendent of Police and 
Inspector as when the mandamus was is- 
sued. If the letter of the law has been com- 
plied with these men are at the head of the 
civil service list of eligibles, ’ 

If the summons for contempt issues the 
question whether Superintendent Kipley is 
in contempt will have to be argued and may 
practically amount to the case being gone 
over again. ‘Attorney General Akin said last 
night that in all probability no more time 
would be allowed, and the civil service law 
would be upheld and Chief Kipley would 
be made to enforce the law at once.

London, Oct. 1—The woman believed to 
be Mrs. Nancy Guilford, who Was found on 
board the steamer Vancouver at Liverpool 
and subsequently escaped, was arrested late 
this afternoon by Chief Inspector Froest of 
Scotland Yard, and is now in Bow street 

prisen. 

Inspector Froest immediately on receiv- 
ing proper authority began a systematic and 
diligent search with the aid of cabmen, 
who are valued allies of the London police. 
He slowly’ traced her from hotel to hotel 
and house to house, through which-she had 
endeavored to throw off pursuit by frequent 
changes, until this afternoon she was final- 
ly located at 25 Harrington square, Hamp- 
stead, in the gorthern part of London. 

When arrested Mrs. Guilford stoutly de- 
nied that her name was either Guilford or 
Wilbur. She declared she was Mrs. Mc- 
Allister, but declined to give any further 
information about herself. 

The woman will be arraigned Monday 
morning before Sir John Bridge in Bow 
Street Police. Court. -Brief ‘testimony will 
ibe given concerning her arrest and she will 
tbe remanded to await extradition. It will 
be necessary for some person from Bridge- 
port to come to London to formally identify 
her as Mrs. Guilford before extradition can 
be granted.

Referring to the utterances of previous grand 


juries, notably those of September, 1407. Novem- 
ber, 1897, January, 1888, and May. 1808, on the 
subject of an intermediate place of punishment 
for light offenders, we desire to say we have care- 
fu.'y read same and fu:ly indorse them in every 
particular, and desiring to express ourselves 
iurther wov!ld say that the problem as how best 
to dispose of smal) infractions of the law, and 
more particularly where the offenders are juvenile 
culprits, has been a most serious one. Whether it 
is for the best interest of the commonweaith to 
compel association of boys 12 to 15 with hardened 
griminals in Jouet and Pontiac, thus making big 
Gevils cut vf ttle ones, makes us pause. The 
fact that there is no intermediate stop between 
non-action in small cases and the penitentiary is 
most unfortunate for the well-being of society, 
and it is a question whether the tendency is to 
curb young criniinals and so compe! obedience to 
the law or to advance them by the most damaging 
contact with the worst element of society. to 
habitual breakers of the law, 

We, therefore, most earnestly urge the establizh- 
ment of some proper reforma‘tory Institution at 
thé earliest possible time, perhaps similar to the 
Parental School of Boston, where, to a certain 
extent, misdetneanors can be expilated, and where, 
perhaps, legitimate tradea can be learned. #0 
that on emerging an offender may have a better 
chance for self-support ard less probability of 
following a life of crime. ) 

Second—Let| us speak of the pitiful spectacle 
of the unhappy victims, guilty and innocent, who 
through force of circumstances are forced to face 
unscrupulous-Justices of the Peace or to deal with 
an untrustwegthy constable. That a later grand 
jury may investigate thoroughly the methods of 
some notorious Justices we trust may be bronght 
about, and, let us add, from what we have secn 
we ‘hail with) satisfaction the move to do away 
with justice jshops and the plan to dispense 
justice through a regular salaried court whose 
presiding Judges shall be appointed on account of 
their eminent fitness for these positions, and ‘heir 
selection untrammeled bv politics. And, further, 
in ‘connection| therewith, a Bureau of Justice 
established in the interest of the ignorant and 
poor, and thus a means of saving many an un- 
fortunate from the clutches of the shyster !aw- 
yers and the usuricus money lender. 

Third—We find that in a large proportion of the 
cases of larceny brought before us saloons are 
closely associated with the crimes, and in many 
Cases the direct management of such saloons are 
implicated in the aiding and abetting of the crime. 
We respectfully suggest that in clearly proven 
cases of this sort: the licenses of such places be 
revoked, without hope or chance of reinstate- 
—_ either to self, through substitute, or other- 
wise, 

Fourth—Agother evil which has been force on 
our attention has iat the frequent robberies in 

i 


the levee districts, infested by disreputable char- 
acters of both sexes. When complaint has been 
made. and arrest follows, in four cases out of five 
the’ guilty party is never brought to the bar of 
justice, because the complainant. often an out-of- 
town resident, would rather face the loss than the 
publicity of a trial, where he himself has been a 
party in @ disrenutable orgie, or where he is bought 
off by the more gullty party. 

We suggest in such cases, where the offender is 
held to the grand at. that the complaining wit- 


ness give bonds for his or her appearance at the 
proper time, this resulting in great saving to the 
taxpayer. 

On a short visit to and investigation of the jail 
we found’ it to in‘a clean condition, and without 
a more exhaustive examination feel incompetent to 
make any recommendations. 

We feel that it would be an omission on our part 
did we not add our testimony to the vaiuable and 
impartial services of the Assistant State's Attor- 
ney, Mr. Sprogie, and trust his fitness and faith- 
fulness may not only appreciated by the grand 
jury but by a generous public, who need just such 
servants to protect and uphold their best interests.

| SEEMS IMMINENT. 


Officers Have 


Issued an Ultimatum and 
if Indians Refuse Compliance on Mon- 
day at Noon Ext: Measures Will 
Be Taken. | 


Walker, Minn., Oct. 1—There seems now 
to be little question that within a few days 
United States troops will be on Bear Island. 
The solution of the Indian troubles at Walk- 
er now depends wholly on the Indians them- 
selves, A conference between the police 
and the officers was held, and an ultimatum 
was issued. A council was called for noon 
Monday, and at |that time the decision of the 
matter will be made. | 

If the Indians comply with the demands 
of the officers there will be peace, if not war 
will surely follow. There is little hope that 
the Indians will comply with the officers’ 
The officers are determined to 
carry the matter through and preserve their 
authority, and will therefore request the as- 
sistance of troaps and go to the island in 
case their demands are not complied with. 

Lieutenant Humphrey is ready to go on 
to the island with the men he now has, but 
Marshal O’Connpr, who arrived in Walker 
tonight, will not ask this force to face al- 
most certain death. This afternoon Lieu- 
tenant Humphrey received a (telegram 
from General Bacon asking if the force sent 
to Walker was sufficient. On the advice of 
the officers, Lieutenant Humphrey wired a 
request for an additional 100 men and a 
gatling gun. There are at least 180 braves 
on the island and they are all well armed.

W. James Found 
at Highland Park in His 
Battered Boat.

CRAFT SAID TO BE UNSAFE. 


Entangled in the rigging of his capsized 
and battered yacht, the Dolly J., the body 
of 8S. Wentworth James, real estate dealer 
and society man, was found in the lake off 
Highland Park yesterday afternoon at 2:30 
o'clock. Near by, and tossing on the waves, 
was a hat, which, when brought to shore,was 
found to be that of Charles Flynn, a neigh- 
bor of Mr. James. Eoth men lived in High- 
land Park. 4° . 

At 10:45 o'clock last night no trace of 
Flynn had been found by the searching par- 
ties along the shore, There were six men 
patrolling the bea=h between Glencoe and 
Highwood. 

The two men started from Highland Park 
on Thursday night to sail to Chicago. The 
Dolly J., a catboat, was to have sailed in 
the Columbia Yacht club race yesterday. 
Both men were enthusiastic yachtsmen, and 
expert swimmers. What happéned to them 
after they started is a mystery. A squall 
swept over the lake about that time, and it 
!s supposed capsized their boat in the dark- 
ness. The craft was badly battered by wind 
and waves. The mast was in place, but 
there was no trace of sail or halyards. The 
Dolly J. is a 15-foot yacht. 


Start for a Night Sail. 

Thursday night there was a good sailing 
breeze and a full moon, and Mr. James pro- 
posed to Flynn that they sail to Chicago. 
Flynn assented, and they started out in the 
best uf spirits. Whether they reached Chi- 
cago and met with disaster on the return trip 
or were caught by a squall that came at mid- 
night is not known. Engineer Lang, who 
was in charge of the Highland Park water 
works, says that about 10 o’clock yesterday 
morning he heard the sound of a steam whis- 
tle out on the lake blowing repeatedly, and 
thinks it may have been intended to signal 
help from the shore for the yachtsmen, but 
this does not seem likely, owing to the time 
the boat was found.® 

James’ body was taken to the undertaking 
house of Henry Pryor, who says it appeared 
to have been in the water several hours. 
There were no marks of violence discovered. 
Coroner Knight of Waukegan held an in- 
quest, which resulted in a verdict of acci- 
dental drowning. 


In Business in Chicago. 

James was a member of the firm of James 
& Hupper, real estate dealers in the Unity 
Building, Chicago. His father, Colonel 
James, was formerly in the foundry business 
in Canal street. At his death the son suc- 
ceeded to the business, but later abandoned 
it for real estate. 8. W. James was 28 years 
old. His widow, infant son, and mother live 
in Highlaad Park. His widow is seriously 
ili, and his mother is prostrated with grief 
at his death. The funeral probably will be 
held tomorrow morning at Lake Forest. 

Charles Flynn Mved with his parents in 
Highland Park. He was 25 years old, and 
unmarried, He was employed by the James 
H. Shields Roofing company. 

An .old fisherman of Highland Park says 
the boat—the Dolly J.—carried. too much 
sail for its draft. It was not equipped with 
a rowboat, but there were three life preserv- 
ers aboard. It is suggested that the boat 
was capsized by a squall, and that James 
was able to hang on while he removed his 
clothing, and secured a lifé preserver, but 
that Flynn was washed away by the sea and 
drowned at once. 


GOTTFRIED SINDLINGER 
TAKES HIS OWN LIFE 
IN A MILWAUKEE. PARK. 


Chicago Man Visits the Cream City 
and Is Found with a Bullet Hole in 


His Head and a Letter Explaining 


His Suicide. 


Milwaukee, Wis., Oct. 1.—[Special. ]—Gott- 
fried Sindlinger, a Chicago mason contract- 
or, was found dead on one of the benches 
in Lake Park shortly after 9 o'clock this 
morning. He had shot himself through the 
right temple. He left a note instructing 
whoever found his body to notify the clerk 
at the Schlitz Hotel. 

Sindlinger came to the hotel Thursday 


afternoon and late that night addressed a

Chicago, saying that he would find it impos- 
sible to return home before Friday. He had 
no baggage at the hotel. He was about 40 
years old, over 6 feet tall, and weighed 250 
pounds. There was $23.80 in his pockets. 


[News of Gottfried Sirdlinger’s suicide reached 
his family in Chicago yesterday. F, H. Remien, 
85 Pearson street. brother-in-law of the dead 
man, will go to Milwaukee today and make ar- 
rangements for shipping the remains to this city. 
Mr. Sindlinger left his home, 877 Chestnut street, 
on Thursday. and went to Milwaukee. He as- 
signed no reagon to his relatives for leaving the 
city. Mr. Remien said the last he saw of Mr.

Kang-Yuwei is safe at Hongkong, but the 
British cruiser cleared for action in order to 
protect the liner on which the fugitive Coun- 
cilor of the Emperor was éscaping with his 
life. Another Chinese friend of England has 
been spared through the ihtervention of the 
British Minister. This is Chang-Yen-Huan, 
who was a special envoy to the jubilee last 
year. 
What Lord Salisbury is doing to prevent 
the restoration of England’s enemies to 
power is an inscrutable mystery. There has 
been a feeble naval demonstration without 
definite purpose, and there is no evidence 
that it will be followed up with resolute 
action. 

The reform movement in China has ended 
before it was fairly begun. Mandarins 
known to favor England are banished, and 
those ‘who have intrigued steadily. against 
her are allowed, to regain strongholds of 
power. The trend of Lord Salisbury’s policy 
in this new crisis, of which the partition of 
China may be the sequel, is not disclosed. 


HIS DEATH NOT UNEXPECTED, 


Dowager Empress of China Said to Be 
Fully Equal to the Task of “ Re- 


moving ” the Emperor. 


Ever since the so-called abdication of the 
young Emperor of China on Aug. 2 those con- 
versant with affairs at the Celestial court 
have predicted that next would come the 
news of the sovereign’s death. Familiarity: 
with the extraordinary talent for desperate ° 
intrigue displayed by the Empress Dowager 
justified the belief that the Emperor would 
be made away with. Other rulers who had 
sought to thwart the ambitious dowager 
had died at a convenient time. 

Almost any.act may be committed within 
the palace walls and the outside world be 
none the wiser. To murder a youthful Em- 
peror who has been cloistered from his in- 
fancy and who knows nothing of the world 
is an easy matter fdr those who control his 
destiny. No one but his near relatives and 
those comprising the royal household is 
ever permitted to look upon the Emperor. 
His body is sacred to the vulgar eye, and 
when he drives out screens and mats are 
hung from the front of houses so that those 
within may not look upon him. 

The Mongolian ruler who has just died mys- 
teriously at the age of 26 was permitted to 
have three wives and a harem and to indulge 
in music to any extent. Beyond these things 
he had no aim in life. Kwangsu, as he was 
named, was a slave to music. 

Tae music of China was not melodious, 
and the royal pleasure was to bang on a 
piano. He is said to have devoted at least 
two hours a day to thumping out horrible 
sounds on piano and like instruments. 

An Englishman who has just returned to 
London from Peking, where he went for a 
piano manufacturing firm, had no sooner 
arrived in the imperial city than he was 
served with a message from the Emperor, 
inquiring if he knew all about a plano and 
could tune that instrument. The visitor re- 
plied that he had an intimate acqufintance 
with the piano. 

Forthwith there.came from the palace a 
piano of ancient make, which evidently 
had not been in tune for years. Theivory 
keys were covered with dirt, and on them 
were painted Chinese characters. The 
Englishman put the old thing in order, 
cleaned off the keys, and sent it to the 
palace. 

The Emperor was much pleased with the 
improvement in sound, but he was angry be- 
cause the keys had been cleaned and the 
characters obliterated. He returned the 
plano to the Englishman, demanding that 
the characters be restored. This was done, 
and so delighted was the Emperor that he at 
once sent the Englishman half a dozen old 
instruments—pianos, clavichords, and the. 
Hke—to be fixed up. 

The expert finally got these in order and 
sent them to the palace. To his astonish- 
ment and disgust the next consignment from 
the palace consisted of a baby carriage, an 
invalid chair, and other pieces of furniture, 
all in a state of wreck, which the Empcror 
wanted put in order. 


The Britisher did not consider this mark of . 


confidence complimentary, and sent the 
things back with the message that he was 
not a carpenter and joiner. Then he wisely 
left the imperial city.

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Bismarck wrote and dictated his autobi- 
ography eight years ago and left the manu- 
script with the Cotta firm. This manuscript 
brought his life down to the death of Em- 
peror Frederick. It is a serious, philosophic, 
and rather heavy account of his diplomatic 
career, without any sensational disclosures 
or entertaining gossip. It eontains a brief 
narrative of his youthful experiences and 
a detailed history of his diplomatic career, 
with an exposition of the principles adopted 
and the methods employed by him. It is re- 
ported to be a dry work which will interest 
diplomatists rather than the general public. . 
Two volumes were completed before the 
rupture of the relations with the present 
German Emperor, and consequently were 
not colored by personal resentment, 

The memoirs may be described as a color- 
less explanation of his diplomatic career, 
prepared when he had no cause to make any 
defense whatsoever. Subsequently his phy- 
sictan, who was his intimate friend, induced 
him to complete the work. This was finished 
in 1897. 

This third volume contains undoubtedly 
the most interesting passages of the whole 
work, since it was dictated after his en- 
forced retirement and covered his relations 
with the present Emperor and his embit- 
tered reflections upon the close of his career. 
The publication of this third volume was 
left to the discretion of Count Herbert Bis- 
marck, who now has absolute control of it. 
The Cotta firm, having the first two volumes, 
tried to get the third, but failed in their 
negotiations. It is not sprobable that the 
publication of the third volume would be 
allowed in Germany, and presumably it 
would put an end to the public career of the

SANITATION AT DAWSON IS BAD. 


Contaminated River Water Is the Cause 
of the Prevalence of Typhoid 
Fever. 


Ottawa, Ont., Oct. 1.—Mr. William Stuart, 
who has just returned to Ottawa from Daw- 
son City, says that the sanitary conditions 
of Dawson are bad, and are decidedly favor- 
able to typhoid fever. There are about 
16,000 people living in Dawson without any 
drainage or sanitary system of any kind. 

“The majority of these people are camped 
along the banks of the Klondike River, from 
Which they use water. This water has be- 
come contaminated with refuse and filth. 
In the hospital the men are well taken care 
of at a moderate charge. 

Each miner contributes $50 per annum 
toward the maintenance of the hospital, and 
if taken sick has the privilége of entering it.

About 3,000 money order 
forms have been issued to the Manila office, 
but the returns do not indicate the exact 
volume of money orders issued. About 200 
men were employed in the Manila Postoffice

Berlin, Oct. 1.—[Copyright, 1898, by the As- 
sociated Press.}—Dr. von Holleben, the Ger- 
man Ambassador to_the United States, who 
is now in Germany, will make his first report 
to Emperor William on the latter’s return 
to Berlin a week hence. | 

His Majesty is paticularly anxious for in- 
formation regarding the present state of the 
tariff negotiations with the United States 
and their prospects, as on them largely de- 
pends the settling of those economic gues- 
tions in the Reichstag and Prussian Diet 
which concern America. The Prussian agra- 
rians have prepared quite a number of meas- 
ures more or less inimical to American im- 
ports. | 

Czar’s Peace Plan Progressing. | 

The correspondent here of the Associated 
Press learns from the German Foreign office 
that the Czar’s proposal for a disarmament 
congress is quietly but slowly making head- 
way. All the powers, including France, 
have now accepted the invitation, but with 
limitations. Italy’s reply, which has been 
published, indicates clearly what.will be 
the basis of the conference. Ulterior ques- 
tions, especially all questions regarding ter- 
ritorial arrangements, such as Alsace-Lor- 
raine, Egypt, and the Pope's temporal 
powers, will be strictly tabooed. The dis- 
cussions will be confined to the social and 
economical aspects of the.questions. | 

One German newspaper suggests that Rus- 
sia should begin disarming by reducing her 
army on the western frontier by 50,000 men, 
adding that Germany and Austria would 
then make a similar reduction, and thar, by 
exercising influence at Paris, Russia could 
obtain the reduction of another 25,000 men 
on each side of the Franco-German frontier. 
Thus, the European active armies would be 
at one stroke reduced by 200,000 men. 3 


One of Bismarck’s Grievances. 


Many personages who came in contact 
with the late Prince Bismarck are now pub+ 
lishing their recollections of the great 
statesman. They relate that Bismarck, at 
the age of 78, almost decided to challenge 
Gérieral Count von Caprivi, the former 
Chancellor, to a pistol duel. This was be- 
cause he became aware that Caprivi, on the 
oc¢thsion of Prince . Bismarck’s visit to 
Vienna for the purpose of attending his son's 
wedding, sent a circular to all the German 
Ambassadors abroad saying Prince Bis- 
marck was a private gentleman and must be

‘‘That Caprivi should Interfere with my 
social rights is going too far. I first wanted 
to challenge him and had already thought 
about seconds.

DIPHTHERIA ON THE DECREASE 


Health Commissioner Reynolds Says 
the Disease Is Checked—Drinking 
Water Should Be Boiled. 


Health Commissioner Reynolds says the 
threatened epidemic of diphtheria has been 
averted. In September, 1897, the total num- 
ber of deaths from diphtheria in Chicago 
was fifty-three. Last month there were only 
fifty-one deaths from the disease, a decrease 
of two as compared wtih the correspond- 
ing period last year. Dr. Reynolds said: 
_“ Two weeks ago the number of diphtheria 
cases in the city was on the increase. The 
fact that the public schools had opened and 
that we had a spell of cold weather caused 
this department considerable apprehension. 
An epidemic appeared imminerit. We start- 
ed in to avert the attack by doubling our 
force of anti-toxin administrators. | 
“Our men worked day and night and 
every facility was offered practicing phy- 
sicians to have microscopical examinations 
made of sputum taken from the throats of 
suspected victims. More anti-toxin was 
used in Chicago last month than in any 
month since the remedy was adopted, 
now have the disease under control.”’

Con- 
tract surgeons were reported living at the 
expense of patients. ‘‘After the doctors had 
lunched,”” says the account, “twenty-five 
empty apollinaris bottles were counted on 
the ‘table, said to have been diverted from 
hospital stores.’’

 VESTRYMEN -UP IN ARMS 


EPISCOPALIANS RESENT CHARGES OF 
C. W. BITTMAN OF 8ST, LOUIS. 


Members of Grace Church Say Stran- 
gers Always Are Welcomed and 
Their Attendance Solicited—Desire 
to Create a Sensation Believed to Be 
the Sole Cause of the Allegations 
Made in the Brotherhood of St. 
Andrew Convention at Baltimore. 


_ Members of Episcopal churches in this 
city are indignant at the charge oo 3 


Charles W. Bittman of 8t. Louis, in 
Brotherhood of St. Andrew convention 
Baltimore, Friday, that Protestant Episco- 
pal churches are not sufficiently cordial to 
strangers, and citing the Grace Church of 
Chicago as a proof of his assertion. They 
say Mr. Bittman either did not know what 
he was talking about or else was endeavor- 
ing to create a sensation in the convention, 
in which, apparently, he succeeded. 

“In all the twenty-five years I have 
served as vestryman of Grace Church that 
is the first complaint I ever heard made of 
our treatment of strangers,’’ said Attorney 
Edwin Walker. ‘ More strangers attend 
Grace Church, probably, than any other 
church in Chicago,-and there is no church 
in the city where they are received more hos- 
pitably or given a warmer welcome. The 
charge is almost too absurd to discuss, and 
what is true of Grace Church, I believe is 
just as true of the other Episcopal churches 
of Chicago. 

‘At Grace Church there are young men 
specially appointed to look after the hun- 
dreds of strangers who are attracted there. 
Although the seatings are rented for the 
morning service, people who cannot afford 
to rent pews or strangers are invariably 
offered the vacant sittings in rented pews, 
and it is the custom for those who hold 
pews to telk the ushers if they have vacant 
sittings. 

“The Brotherhood of St. Andrew makes 
it a special duty to look after strangers who 
come to the evening service. All seats are 
free at the evening service, and the con- 


Sunday evenings almost entirely of stran- 
gers. 
Anxious to Attract Strangers. 

**The charge is ridiculous on the face of 
it. All churches are anxious to attract 
strangers, and no denomination makes 
greater -effort than the Episcopal The 
vestrymen always look out for them, and it 
is a source of pride with the members of 
Grace Church that the church is s0 well 
known in other cities and attracts so many 
visitors on Sunday. 

“Tt is true we are frequently unable to 
provide sittings for every one, but that is 
on account of the size of the church, and 
the number of people who come, but I can 


| say this—no person ever failed to get a 


seat in Grace Church when there was a 
vacant sitting. 

“It is customary in Grace, as in most 
churches where pews are rented, to hold 
the rented sittings till just before the ser- 
mon begins. If the holders of sittings have 
not arrived then they are always forfeited, 
if there is need of them.”’ 

‘“‘Mr. Bittman’s assertions are absurd,”’ 
said William G. Hibbard, a member of Grace 
parish vestry for twenty years. ‘* There 
are always one er two men at the head of 
each aisle waiting to give the best seats to 
strangers. I am frequently taken for a 
stranger myself by young men who have 
not been ushering long, and I am invariably 
asked to a good pew, though I have rented 
one in the church for many years. 
**Grace Church opened its doors to the 
“people at the big fire, and they never have 
been closed to the people since. Why, there 
was even a baby born in one of our Sunday- 
school rooms. Grace Church is known 
throughout the country and is visited by 
strangers more than any church in the city. 


Says Charge Is Absurd. 

“The charge is just as absurd regarding 
Protestant Episcopal churches in general. 
Strangers are welcome at all of them and 
are shown as much attention as those who 
rent sittings. if they are ever turned 
away, it is because there are no more sit- 
tings for any one. I do not believe there 
is a church that welcomes strangers and 
treats them more cordially than the Epia- 


but there are strangers or people too poor 


men.’’ 

Mr. Bittman’'s charge was answered also 
by the Rev. Ernest M. Stires of Grace

LANDING AT CAVITE. 


The difficultiés encountered in landing the 
troops and supplies in Luzon exposed the 
weakness and mismanagement of the quar- 
termaster’s department. From the quar- 
termaster’s point of. view it appeared the 
troops were going toa friendly harbor, where 
they would be given every assistance to 
land, Even the most obvious difficulties 
were not anticipated. There is but ten feet 
of water in Cavite. None of the transports 
could reach the wharf. The troops were 
transferred to native boats, cascos, towed 
by launches to Paranague, and there 
beached. Men were shot on to the land as 
from a catapult. The heavy surf frequently 
capsized the cascos, throwing battalions into 
the water. Supplies 
were lost, ammunition 
destroyed, and half 
drowned soldiers 
dragged on the sands.

From 
Cavite by land to Manila is twenty-five miles. 
During the rainy season the road is al- 
most impassable. The land is low, marshy, 
and covered with a dense, rank growth of 
tropical vegetation. The entire beach is 
densely populated, being almost a con- 
tinuous village. 

About camp the natives enjoyed an era 
of prosperity beyond their wildest dreams. 
Prices advanced from 500 to 1000 per cent. 
Bamboo cots rose from 25 cents to $2 each. 
The government purchased 6,000 cots. Eggs 
went up from 10 cents to $1 a dozen, and 
fowls from 10 cents to $l each. More than 
$30,000 was distributed by the government 
and soldiers to the natives in and about 
Camp Dewey. The soldiers conducted them- 
selves splendidly in the matter of respect- 
ing the rights of the natives. Nocomplaints 
were made, and the losses sustained fell on 
the troops through deceit and extortion of 

inhabitants.

BOURGET MAKES OBSERVATIONS 


Miss Gilder Quotes a Sketch of American Life as Seen by the 
Frenchman—New Reminiscences of Henry Ward _ 


' Beecher from His Secretary’s P 


PAUL BOURGET has written a 
volume of sketches which he calls 
Voyageuses,”” and which his 
@ American publishers, Messrs. 
Charles Scribner’s Sons, cali ** An- 


ftigone, an@ Other Portraits of Women.” 


They are not, however, all portraits of wom- 
en, for M. Bourget has painted the poriraits 
of men as well. In his preface M. Bourget 
describes the book as a “‘ series of portra:ts 
of women whom I have met thus casually, 
sketched in the rapid light of the most fleet- 
ing impression.”’/I have been particularly 
interested in the American sketch, *“* Two 
Married Couples,” notes for which were 
made by M. Bourget in the winter of 1894, 
when he was in this country. Like most 
Europeans, M. Bourget seems to think that 
there is only one type of American woman, 
only one type of American man—the woman 
the extravagant, socially ambitious creature, 
the husband the self-made, hard-working 
man who piles up millions mérely for her to 
spend. There are such—plenty of them—but 
there are others. 

At the period of which M. Bourget speaks 


—1894—it was, he says;“ neither the authors, | 


nor the artists, nor the philosophers of 
America that interested me to that degree. 
It was the business-men, those prodigious 
handlers of money, who are almost all self- 
made, having in ten or twenty years con- 
quered, with their own hands, fortunes and 
power comparable only to those of feudal 
lords in the Middle Ages. These raliway 
magnates, who own eight hundred, a thou- 
sand, twelve hundred miles of road; these 
potentates of oil, of silver, or of copper 
mines, whose profits are like a King’s in- 
come; these Napoleons of building, who con- 
struct at will, in a desert, cities of a hundred 
thousand souls—these are the personages 
whom I approached with the intellectual 
delectation of a naturalist who should be- 
hold living and moving in his presence some 
one of the great saurians of the world bcfore 
the flood These specimens of the con- 
queror, reappearing in such modern condi- 
tions of industrial warfare, and in this stage- 
setting all made up of contrasts, with its 
extremely refined civilization and its utter 
barbarism side by side, gave me, by the mere 


‘fact of their existence, singillarly intense 


intellectua) gratification.”

Tennyson R. Harris is the rather fantastic 
name given by M. Bourget to this typical 
American millionaire. “It was, however, to 
to 
whom M. Bourget brought a letter of in- 
troduction. As the time was August, he 
found her in her “ marble palace’’ at New- 
port. Mrs. Harris received him in “a kind 
of glass boudoir, looking seaward,’’ in which 
he says: “I found, it is true, the image of 
some of the drawing-rooms that I love best 
in Cannes; but it was an image that became 
a parody by excessive imitation, a caricature 
Too many paintings 
and engravings loaded the too rich material 
of the walls; flowers, too many and too 
large, were shedding their leaves in too cost- 
ly vases; too many little objects of English 
silver glittered on the tables, amid too many 
photographs of Princes and Princesses— 
all with inscriptions. And herself, Mrs. 
Harris, she was almost too beautiful, her 
lips too red, her teeth too well brushed, her 
hands too carefully manicured, with,their 
extravagance of rings; and she wore a sum- 
mer toilet so extremely stylish that she 
seemed a dressmaker’s advertisement, a liv- 
ing doll which some clever customer had 
adorned for exportation. Before she had 
talked with me fifteen minutes I became 
aware that she was too well informed, too 
much up to date, really too Parisian, know- 
ing too well that Mme, de A. is about to 
break with M. de B., that the C.-D.’s are 
ruined, that they would like to marry their 
daughter to the son of old E., notwithstand- 
ing the infamous origin of the fortune—in 
short, all the gossip which is retailed simul- 
taneously in all the villas of Deauville, 
Dieppe, or Fontainebleau., This European 
veneer with which Mrs. Harris and the house 
were invested would not have been complete 
without the arrival in the drawing-room, 
during my visit, of a personage, himself at- 
tired in London, with an incomparable per- 
fection of Anglomania, with his button- 
hole bouquet, his well-shaved, ridiculous 
face of the serious buffoon, in that welil- 
known role of the man of fashion engaged 
in an intrigue, coming daily to be on view 
in the drawing-room of his prize.” 

Dinner “ Suited to Disgust.”’ 

After leaving the young Frenchman “ fol- 
lowed the superb promenade which lies 
along the cliff and looked down upon the 
vast, moving abyss "’ on which he had passed 
a week of “ half gales "’ to arrive in Ameri- 
ca and to learn that the “supreme effort 
of this indefatigable young denwcracy is to 
copy in caricature ali the intellectual and 
moral worthlessn of the old world.” 
Then M. Bourget describes the dinner to 
which he sat down in the palatial dining- 
room of Mr. Tennyson .R. Harris—a dinner 
*“‘ suited to disgust one forever with luxury 
by its incredible abuse!” The flowers alone 
‘represented the entire expenditure of 
many small property-holders in France.” 
The twenty-four guests, collectively, were 
worth two hundred million dollars. All the 
women's toilettes were of *‘ such an improb- 
able impersonality’’’ that every one seemed 
to be ‘‘ the result of a wager.’’ ‘* On these 
white, or palest amber-hued shoulders, and 
in the dark or fair hair, sparkled diamonds, 
sapphires, emeralds, rubies, as large as 
one’s finger-nall, pearls as big as walnuts, 
the treasure of many rajahs. These beau- 
tiful women had complexions that betrayed 


. hours of outdoor life; they drank dry cham- 


pagne, laughing and talking loud, with that 
faint nasal tone in pronunciation which gave 
to all this talk, thus heard at once in this 
stately dining-room, the sonority of a chat- 
ter of exotic birds growing excited within 
some immense cage.”’ 

At one end of the table sat the master of 
the house, Tennyson R: Harris, himself, a 
man “ of pitiable aspect, not old, a face gray 
and leaden, the mouth tight closed, with an 
expression of bitterness, the brown éyes 
dull, with frightful lassitude in them, the 
fatigue of a mental tension lasting eighteen 
hours a day, during thirty-five years.” As 
he was, according to M. Bourget, under 50 
years of age, he must have begun amassing 
his fortune at an early age if he had been 
working thirty-five years and for eighteen 
hours a day. He was suffering from “ ner- 
vous exhaustion "’"—and no wonder—and so 
was indulging himself in a week off. M. 


Bourget became quite intimate with Mr. - 


Harris, who initiated him into his mani- 
fold activities “with that good humor at 
once jocose and vain, so peculiar to the true 
American, who delights to give you an ob- 
ject lesson in his own person, even though 
he may become displeased if you do not take 
him as he wishes to be taken.”’ 

All this is amusing, but I for one wish 
that M. Bourget had made more original 
researches during his visit to America. All 
Americans are not vulgar millionaires, nor 
millionaires without being vulgar, but the

‘When a man writes to me, saying, ‘ My 
daughter wants a piano and wants you t 
pay for it’; when another man writes, ‘ 
want to lift a mortgage, and $200 would en< 
able me to lift it’; when another writes, 
‘My younger sister wants an education *; 
and when they say that God told them te 
write to me, I beg their mpardon!' I do not 
think God ever tells people anything.” 

Beecher as a Boy. : 

The following shows that if Beecher could | 
not speak French or German, he could make 
himself useful: | 

** Before I was 10 years old I had learned 
to sew, to knit, to scour knives—and to dirty 
them. I had learned to wash dishes—and to 
prepare them for washing. I could set and | 
clear the table, run of errands, break tum- 
blers, and earn whippings. I had learned 
how to cut and split and bring in wood. 
could make fires—and,it was no small art to 
build a fire with green oak wood on a roar- 
ing winter morning. I had learned how to 
feed cattle; and curry horses, and go to 
school—and not study. In short, I had 
learned to be universally helpful—and vexa- 
tious. I was a good boy that nobody could 
get along with—or without. Nor was I une 
like a hundred other boys in the village.” 

Here is something else that he knew: 

“I have often been asked by what secret 
I retain health and vigor under labors mule 
tiform and continuous. I owe much to @ 
good constitution, inherited from my parents, 
not spolled by youthful excesses or weak- 
ened by overstudy; much, also, to an early- 
acquired knowledge of how to take e of . 
myself, to secure invariably a full measure 
of sleep, to regard food as an engineer does 
fuel (to be employed economically and ene- 
tirely with reference to the work to be done 
by the machine); much to the habit of econo- 
mizing social forces, and not wasting im 
needless conversation and pleasurabliehilar- 
ities the spirit that would carry me throtgh 
many days of necessary work; but, above. 
all, to the possession of a hopeful disposi- © 
tion and natural courage, to sympathy with 
men, and to an unfailing trust in God; s® 
that I have always worked for the love of | 
working.”’ 

Punishment of Boys. 

On the subject of punishment as dealt out 

to boys in the old days‘theeays: “ When my 
father punished me, and I knew that I 
ought to be punished, I Uked* him better, 
and used to feel better; but, on the other 
hand, sometimes when I got a cuff on my 
ear, or a reap on my head, I did not swear, 
but I thought swear. I think ft is one of the 
wickedest of things to strike a child On the. 
head. When I have been punished without 
secing: the reason for it, and when the pun- 
ishment has been in overmeasure, untimely, 
or without any proper sympathy, it dié me 
no good. In the Boston Latin School I was 
looked up to as one of the brave boys that 
showed heroism when punished. When I 
got into trouble, and the teacher said: ‘ Hold 
out your hand,’ and took a rattan and gave 
me ten, fifteen, twenty, or thirty blows on 
one hand, and then an equal number on the 
other, till the flesh swelled up like pulp, it — 
was my pride to stand and take it without 
flinching, and look around at the boys whe 
sat admiring my pluck. Did that do me 
good? No; it set me against the teacher; 
and didn’t I snap spitballs at him when he> 
wasn’t looking!” —

EW YORK, Sept. 30.—[Special.J—The 
public and not a few football teams 
often wonder what makes Yale so 
successful in its football games. They 

see it one year with no old men to 
start with and new material of nondescript 
character and the cry goes up that the blue 
is beaten. Again it seems to carry a bunch 
of men true and tried, and while the cry is 
absent there is still the hope that these old- 
imers will become overconfident or stale, 
perhaps mishandled. Witha regularity that 
seems inevitable Yale lands first year by 
year, or so near it that there is no room for 
might-have-beens. 

' Why ie it that a greenhorn can go to New 
Haven and be finished off into a champion? 
Why is it that its teams can make close 

‘scores and do loose playing in the early 
season and yet in the final struggle show all 
the attributes as well as the experts? Could 

its opponents fihd the answers to these 
questions the football championship might 
be more in doubt than it has been in recent 
years. It is one thing to know that you have 

& good team, to feel that it is playing good 
football; and that according to your ideas 
BS an expert every player has done his duty, 
but it is another story to have it win with 
@ regularity that becomes painfully appar- 

ent to your rivals. 

Yale’s Perfect System. 


Yale wins its games by a system of train- 
ing and management that so far has not 
been attained by any other college of the 
eountry. It separates the manifold duties 
ef captaining, coaching, and training and 
go systematizes them that not one little 
advantage is lost or missed. ; 

‘It inspires the men who attempt to be- 
come players on the varsity team with a 
feeling that this is the greatest honor ofa 
college course. To gain it they must do 
and dare things beyond the ordinary and, 

hen once their goal is reached, failure, no 

atter how small, means. disgrace. In 
other words, during the football season Yale 
makes football the only life to live. To 
gain a Yale team a man must eat with it, 
sleep with it, and think over it for three 
solid months. It is not a mere incident,

head coach is the real man in charge and 
that the Captain is his understudy and fol- 
lows out his commands. ‘This is an error. 
There are two distinct departments; one 
under the charge of the Captain, who has 
absolute control of the men on and off the 
field, and who is held responsible for the 
result of the season’s work; the other de- 
partment is under control of the head coach 
and is advisory toward the Captain and 
intended to help on all matters of judgment 
in order that he may elieved from wor- 
ry and this extra work.

Study Opponents’ Strength. 

As soon as the season has advanced far 
enough so that the material at hand is thor- 
oughly known and has been carefully sifted 
the policy for the year’s play is discussed 
and fixed upon. Of course the opponents’ 
strength and weakness have also been 
studied so that a scheme is arranged where- 
by Yale’s strongest defense will 
against their heaviest attack. " 
it is a game of war there in New Haven, 
scientifically planned out and managed by 
cool-headed generals. They will take any 
risks or any chances if in their judgment 
it will help in the final struggle to come. 
What do they care whether they are nearly 

by a minor team?,. Perhaps if they 
decided that the team was weak on a cer- 
tain line of play and they determined to use 
it in that particular game in order to 
strengthen it for the season later on, every 
game played is outlined and outlined fora 
purpose to help this or that weakness, 
whether it be an attack or defense. So that 
the course of the team’s improvement is 
gradual, each play being taken up in turn 


‘and perfected, game by game, until at last 


the defects are hard to see and there is a 
polish over all that shows that football has 
been well taught. 7 

There is a certain help to a man in any 
‘port by the traditions which. are handed 
town in it. One feels that to spoil history 
is not good for his own welfare. Bo it is at 
New Haven. When the ol players gather 
on the field and tell of the game in ’84 or 
"83, *‘ how the opposing team had us at the 
five-yard line and then we braced and gave 
them the good old Yale dash and they 
couldn't score,” the feeling comes into the 
player’s mind, “I can’t afford to fail.” 


Strength at Critical Moments. 

Tt perhaps can be truthfully said of a 
Yale team that the hardest position to beat 
them at is when the bal! is in their territory. 
They seem to assume double strength, and 
to be possessed of mystic abilities which 
dash into the opposing line and spoil the 
score. However that may be, it remains 
that with poor imaterial old Eli is enabied 
to turn out more winning teams than both 
Princeton and Harvard put together. 
Whether politics, ignorance, or mismanage- 
ment interfere with these colleges is a mat- 
ter of judgment. 

Until they adopt a logical system which 
‘brings into play every inch of ability, both in 
the coaching line and in the playing Mne,they 
cannot hope to win continuous laurels. Oc- 
casionally they may come out ahead, but 
it takes two strong horses pulling tn harness 
on the same road under one guidance to push 
& football team over the goal line enough 
times to win the nghip. 

Every one fits into place at New Haven. 
There is no squabbling, no temper, no hard 
feelings. The football championship must 
be won, and they are there to do it. It is 
a huge machine, perfect in ite running and 
powerful in its effect. ’

Minnesota Seeks to Recover Its 


Position in Football. 


MANY CANDIDATES AT WORK. 


Minneapolis, Minn. Sept. 29.—[{Special.]— 
Maroon and gold candidates go on the grid- 
iron this fall determined to win. While ‘97 
was disastrous to the reputation of the Min- 
hesota players, yet they propose that the 
splendid record of their predecessors in ‘03 
and ‘986 shall be redeemed. 

Early in the year the management con- 
tracted with Jack Minds, one of the most 
famous of the “All-American” team, to 
coach the Gophers this season. The com- 
ing of Minds means a great change for 
Minnésota. Heretofore the game played 
by the Gophers has practically been that. 
advanced by Yale. It was brought to Min- 
nesota by men who had learned it at Yale, 
but has become obsolete. Now Minnesota 
proposes to introduce a game new, in the 
West at least. Just what that will be is as 
yet practically a secret of ‘“‘Jack’’ Minds. 
And Minds is conservative. There is 
one thing that may be expected, however, 
and that is that a Pennsylvania coach will 
probably not have forgotten all about the 
peculiar game which won both fame and 
fortune for the Red and Blue in ’97. 

Coach Minds must produce his team toa 
great extent from new men. Among the 
many students who enlisted and are with 
the Thirteenth Minnesota Regiment at Ma- 
nila are Bagley, who played half last year; 
Lefans, a sub tackle; Evans, half back; 
Woodworth, Herring, Cowell, and Galla- 
gher.. Finlayson has played six years and 
is ineligible, while Harrison is also barred 
by rule. Smith, who did good work at 
guard the last two years, is not yet in the 
school, but may return later. Loomis, 
Minnesota’s full back for two years past, 
is, perhaps, the most severe loss of any, 
and to fill this position is causing Minds no 
end of trouble. 

Among the most promising new candi- 
dates for the team just at present may be 
mentioned Charles E. Adams, A. G. Gray, 
O. G. Erickson, George B. Otte, John Taresh, 
Frank G. Kotlaba, and W. 8. Keinholtz, 
with Bernhagen, Tweet, Fosseen, Rogers, 
and Wedge close followers. | 

Adams has seen service before, and that 
at a time, too, when the football career of 
Minnesota was at its height. He was a 
member of the winning teams of ’93, 
and '95, and was one of the best known 
football men fn the West at that time. He 
is a stout, active, brainy fellow, 28 years of 
age, stands five feet eight, and weighs 160 
pounds. His old positions were half and 
quarter. This year he will endeavor to 
seeny a place behind the line, perhaps at 

alf. 

Gray was a substitute on the team of last 
year. He is coming up as well, if, perhaps, 
not better, than any new man on the field. 
He will undoubtedly make guard, and a 
position somewhere on the team at least Is 
conceded him already. | 

The work of O. G. Erickson has been 
watched with no inconsiderable interest, 
considering the fact the Gophers must re- 
place Loomis at full back. Erickson has 
played at full back nearly all the time in 
the practice this fall, and, under the tutelage 
of Coach Minds, is punting well. 

Otte, who is now trying for tackle, was 
out during the whole of last season, and in 
played on the Pillsbury (Owatonna, 
Minn.) Academy team. He is doing some 
promising work. Taresh, who fs also a can- 
didate for tackle, was a substitute on the 
'96 team. He is cool and steady, has a 
good athletic build, is fleet, and his pre- 
vious knowledge of the game gives him an 
advantage over newer men. 

Kotlaba has seen considerable playing, 
and seems to be the available man for cen- 
ter. He weighs 205 pounds, and was a sub 
on the Gopher team in '96, and Is the most 
successful man at center this year. It was 
at first thought that Johnson, a 220-pound 
man from Luther (La.) College, would be 
an available man for this position, but he 
now seems out of the question, although 
he may be used as a substitute. . 

W. 8S. Keinholtz was the substitute quar- 
ter last year, and is doing excellent work 
this fall. During a great deal of the prac- 
tice he ‘has captained one of the teams, 
while Captain Cole had the other. Should 
Cole play any other position than quarter 
f&is year Keinholtz will undoubtedly be the 
quarter. If Cole plays the quarter position 
Keinholtz may do work behind the line. 

Tweet, who weighs 179 pounds, is doing 
good work attackle. His experience on the 
gridiron was gained in ‘97, on the Tracy 
(Minn.) High School team, where he was 
played at tackle. Bernhagen was a sub on 
the varsity last year, and has been playing 
tackle and half on the second team this 
fall. He has shown up well in his tackle 
work. Fosseen was a member of the Min- 
neapolis South Side High School team in 
’96 and ’97. He is playing well at right end. 

Rogers keeps Scandrett busy at left end 
when playing on the second team, and ts 
always in the play. Wedge comes from the 
Winona (Minn.) Normal School, where he 
played during ‘96 and ’97. He punts well, 
and is doing some good work at center. His 
weight is 178 pounds.

Thesupport- 
ers of the up-to-date cures for the depieted 
financial account evidently prefer ta'king 
to working. Some of them hope to accom-

Mrs. A. T. Fiske, an Englishwoman anda 
member of the Woman’s Vegetarian union, 
now lecturing in America, is reported as 
advancing vegetarianism as a cure for pov- 
erty. Just how and by what means the ab- 
staining from flesh foods is to replenizh a 
failing bank account is not known, although, 
according to Mrs. Fiske’s followers, this 
can be done. Chicago vegetarians are re- 
juctant to express an opinion regarding the 
specific method by which this desirable ob- 
ject is to be accomplished. But they one 
and all agree in declaring that there is no 
reason why vegetarianism should not make 
@ man richer, and they point to the exceed- 
ing cheapness of fleshless foods as showing 
one way of making money by savingit. The 
unusual and extraordinary degree of brain 
power obtainable by avoiding meats they 
also advance as a strong factor in the case. 

Vegetarian Poverty Cure. 

- ™Y ghould say that vegetarianism was a 
cure for poverty, because a man can both 
gave and make so much more money by ad- 
hering to it,’’ says a-Chicago man who lives 
upon a handful of wheat and four raisins 

three times a day and gets through sixteen 

hours of hard mental and physical labor 
outofevery twenty-four, ‘‘but for particulars 
regarding the vegetarian poverty cure the 
anxious public must wait until Mrs. Fiske 
gets here.”’ 


The Ralston Health Cult, meanwhile, also 
comes to the front with a cure for poverty. . 


“ Success in a financial way,’’ reads a para- 
graph in one of the books brought out by 
the believers in the Ralston system—which 
is merely a sensible régime of hygienic care 
and self-culture—‘‘comes to any high-degree 
Ralstonite who needs such help. This has 
been proved again and again.’’ In other 
parts of the Ralston writings it is definitely 
stated that “‘ poverty is as unnecessary as 
poor health,”’ and need trouble no one. 

As the Ralstonites believe only in simple 
foods, abundant exercise and sleep, dis- 
tilled water, and similar easily-tried reme- 
dies for all wrong or unhappy conditions of 
mankind the poverty cure which they ad- 
vocate has at least the merit of being within 
the realm of popular experiments. Even the 
mysterious and peculiar quality of ‘‘glame,”’ 
which is so highly valued by “ progressive 
Ralstonites,’’ may be partially understood, 
to say the least, from a casual perusal o 
the Ralston literature.

‘WARQUISE DE FONTENOY'S LETTER. 


(Copyright, 1898, by the Marquise de Fontenoy. 

Queen Victoria, throughout her long reign 
of more than threescore years, has only 
created eight Irish peerages, alltold. That 
is why so much confusion has been caused, 
not alone in the American press, but like- 
wise in the English newspapers, with regard 
to the dignity conferred upon George Na- 
thaniel Curzon, the new Viceroy of Indla. 

The act of union between England and Scot- 
land expressly debars the crown from the 
creation of any Scotch peerages, the idea 
being to ultimately merge the Scotch peer- 
age into that of the United Kingdom. At 
least half of the Scotch peers have now re- 
ceived English peerages, which give them 
a right to a seat in the House of Lords, the 
ol@ Duke of Argyll (whose son, Lord Lorne, 
is married to the Queen’s daughter) having 
sat until two years ago in the House of:-Lords 
merely as Lord Sundridge, It was only on 
the occasion of the Queen's jubilee that his 

Scotch Dukedom of Argyll, which carried 
with it no seat in the upper chamber on its 
own account, was transformed into a full- 
fledged Dukedom of the United Kingdom. 

A general impression prevails that the act 
of union between England and Ireland im- 
poses similar restrictions on the crown, and 
that the sovereign is constitutionally de- 
barred from the creation of Irish peerages. 

This is a mistake. | 

The only restriction to which the Irish act 
of union subjects the crown its that the sov- 
ereign is limited.to the creation of one new 
Irish peerage for every three Irish peerages 
that become extinct, the idea being to ulti- 
mately restrict the number of Irish peer- 
ages, which now number about 80 to , 

Irish peerages, like Scotch peerages, carry 
with them no seat in the House of Lords at 
Westminster. The peerages of the Kingdom 
of Scotland and of Ireland are, however, 
represented in the upper chamber by a cer- 
tain number of so-called “‘ representative 
peers,” sixteen for Scotland and twenty- 
eight for Ireland. | 

Those of Scotland are elected merely for 
the duration of Parliament, the present Par- 
liament being the fourteenth of Queen Vic- 
toria’s long reign, whereas the Irish repre- 
sentative peers are elected for life, their 
seats being vacated only through death or 
bankruptcy. | | ‘ 

| 

Irish peers, however, who are not repre- 
sentative peers, enjoy a distinct advan- 
tage over non-representative Scotch peers. 
For, whereas, the Tatter are ineligible for 
a seat in the House of Commons, and are 
debarred. from taking part in’ any parlia- 
mentary election as voters, having, in fact, 
no franchise, although heavily taxed, the 
Irish non-representative peers can both vote 
at elections and occupy seats in the House of 
Commons. | | 

Thus Lord Palmerston, so long Prime Min- 
ister of Great Britain, was an Irish peer un- 
til the day of his death, and in spite of his 
being a Viscount and a Knight of the Garter, 
occupied a seat in the House of Commons. 
Among the Irish peers who today occupy 
seats in the House of Commons are Vis- 
count Valentia, who represents the City of 
Oxford in the lower chamber. 

The eight Irish peerages created by Queen 
Victoria are the Dukedom of Abercorn, 
created in 1868. The Barony of Athlumney, 
that of Dunsardle; that of Fermoy, to which 
the grandson of Frank Work, the well- 
known New York sportsman, is heir; that 
of Clermont; that of Rathdonnell; that of 
Bellew; that of Oranmore; and now that of 
Curzon, Is 


An Irish Barony, such as that conferred 
upon the Viceroy-elect of India, being re- 
garded as inferior in rank to an English 
Barony, the former will become merged in 
the latter when Lord Curzon succeeds to the 
old Scarlsdale peerage on his father’s death. 
It is in this that must be sought the action 
af Lord Curzon in ins{sting at the present 
moment on having an Irish, rather than a 
British, peerage. In the first place, the 
Irish peerage enables him to retain the name 
of Curzon, under which he has achieved po- 
litical and parliamentary distinction. 


This he could not have done in the case of 
an English peerage. For there are already 
two English peerages of Curzon—namely: 
the Viscounty and Barony of Curzon, both 
of which are held by the Harl of Howe, the 
title of Viscount Curzon being borne by the 
latter’s eldest son, uncle of the young Duke 
of Marlborough, and who sits in the House 
of Commons. Soro | 
| 

Everybody in England, especially members 
of old and blue-blooded families, object to 
brand new titles. And there.are marty unti- 
tled chiefs of old county fa es in England, 
such as, for instance, the Bulteels of Devon 
and the Wynns of Wales, etc., who have re- 
peatediy refused peerages on the ground that 
any new title would impair their prestige, 
rather than add to it. The Barony of Scaris- 
dale, now possessed by the Viceroy’s father, 
is nearly 200 years old, and when George Cur- 
zon. takes his seat in the House of Lords he 
will naturally prefer to do so as the fifth, 
rather than as the first of his line, and as 
Lord Scarisdale, an inherited dignity of an- 
cient creation rather than ase newly created 


peer. |

that Lord Curzon had demanded an Irish in- 
stead of an English peerage in order to be 
able to retain his seat in the House of Com- 
mons are obviously unaware of the fact that 
he can never expéct to resume his seat in the 
Chamber. For his term of Viceroy of India 
lasts five years, and throughout that entire 
iod he is constitutionally debarred from 
leaving India, no matter for what cause. In 
fact, he is practically a prigoner in the mag- 
nificent dependency which he is appointed to 
vern.

ly can hever be stopped until the Wisconsin 
forests are all destroyed, unless the State or 
federal government will take the matter in 
hand and compel the adoption of prevéntive 
measures, The most practical plan for hold~- 
ing these forest fires within bounds would be 
to clear wide avenues on all section lines 
and to compel these to be kept free of all 
materials that will tennecnlt the flames 
across them. 


CARLIGLE’S IDEAS, 

Ex-Secretary John G, Carlisle has con- 
tributed to the October number of Harper's 
Magasine an atticle on “ Our Future Pol- 
icy,” in which he marshals all the theories 
and sophistries that can be found to oppose 
territorial expansion by the annexation of 
our conquered Spanish territory. The first 
point in Mr. Carlisle’s argument is that we 
have no right to hold Cuba or any other 
eonquered Spanish island, but his chief con- 
tention is that by this enlargement of our 
boundaries we shall be bringing upon us 
“the greatest calamity that could befall 
us asa nation.” It can be shown that both 
these ideas are utterly at variance with fact 
and with precedent, after which it will be 
seen that Mr. Carlisle's ingenious musg- 
wump sophistries resolve themselves into 
the sheerest nonsense, © 

The notion that this nation is barred from 
holding any Spanish island because of cer- 
tain pledges concerning Cuba is absurd. 
That disavowal of any disposition to hold 
or control Cuba was made before war was 
actually precipitated. It was part ofa plan 
by which a peaceable settlement of the Cu- 
ban question might have been reached if 


Spain had done its part by getting out of |. 


Cuba forthwith, But Spain rejected this 
plan. It drove our Minister from its court 
before war wasdeclared, It rejected every- 
thing and proposed nothing that could be 
accepted by us. In effect Spain made war 
upon us, It-offered no reparation or even 
apology for treacherously destroying the 
Maine and 266 American seamen. By 
choosing war Spain itself destroyed that 
original proposal of ours, and the conditions 
and purposes therein set forth in regard to 
Cuba then dropped to the ground. Cuba 
itself, with its preponderance of negroes 
and its minority of whites, is.not yet ready 
for self-government. It needs just stich 
a training as Egypt is getting from Great 
Britain, to that dependency’s. enormous 
benefit and everlasting good. Our para- 
mount duty, in any case, would be to keep 
order and security in the island, and this 
pledge we are bound to redeem before all 
others. The only way we can redeem it 
is to hold Ouba, at least for a short time, as 
England holds Egypt. — 

So much for Mr. Carlisle’s minor point of 
“ national honor pledged.” Spain shattered 
that pledge by its own act. It appealed to 
the arbitrament of war, thereby incurring 
the costs and penalties of war. One of the 
laws of civilized waffare is that the van- 
quished must pay the ce@sts to the victor, 
either in cash or in territory. The people of 
the United States expect to be recompensed 
for the heavy expenditures brought upon 
them by Spain's act, and they must recoup 
themselves by the acquisition of the Span- 
ish islands. Spain has nothing else with 
which to pay us. Many precedents exist to 
show that the victor may and should recoup 
himself in money and territory, one of the 
most powerful being the Franco-Prussian 
war. On Mr, Carlisle’s own admission, we 
did right wh resenting the sore provocation 
by Spain. His reasons for our going to war 
are amply sufficient. It is strange he does 
not see this, and it is also strange that he 
does not see that we are bound in justice 
to ourselves to take the only repayment 
which Spain can offer. | 

Mr. Carlisle's hostility to territorial ex- 
pansion comes too late. The President has 
declared for it, Congress has already fa- 

vored it. A warhas been fought involving 
it. The people of the United States are en- 


thusiastically convinced both of its justice’ 


and of its beneficial effects on the future 
of the nation. It is too late to advocate a 
policy of anti-expansion—too late to ask the 
flood of national sentiment to run up hill. 

Mr. Carlisle’s contention that the expan- 
sion of the nation’s a may be fatal to 
our institutions is nothing but cowardly 
rot, utterly unworthy of a man of his in- 
tellectual attainments, ihe only way to 
| judge of the effects of territorial expansion 
in our day is to look at the examples of na- 
tions that have adopted it. The most strik- 
ing example in cite ‘is our mother 
country—Great Britain. It hae gone into 
the colonization and foreign dependency 
business on an enormous scale in the last 
125 years. It has takenicontrol of a great 
empire in India, It has colonized the whole 
island or continent,of Australia. It has 
seized and controlled t 
eastern portions of Asien including 
Egypt, and its expansion in that quarter 
continues, It has become the master of 
vast continental and island domains all up 
and down the chart of the world. Has ex- 
pansion proved in Great) Britain’s case to 
be “the greatest calamity that could be- 
fall it’? Has it destroyed the liberties of 
the English? Has it wrecked their free in- 
stitutions? Surely-any child can see the 
folly and nonsense of Me, Carlisle’s dismal 
auguries. 

The ex-Secretary knows, ag every school- 
boy knows, that expansion has not injured 
but has rather increased and broadened 
‘English liberty and English liberal institu- 
tions. Then why should a similar colonial 
policy injure American institutions? Are 
we not of the same blood and are we not, 
now the greater branch of this great Eng- 
liah-speaking race? Are our laws and in- 
stitutions not as much like England’s as we 
are like our English cousins? Mr. Carlisle 
deliberately misstates the case when he 
talks of a “yellow horde of conscript citi- 
zens to debauch the suffrage and sap the 
foundations of our free institutions.” It is 
not proposed to make States of the Philip- 
pines. Neither is Mr. Carlisle within the 
bounds of truth when, he says we cannot 
otherwise hold those islands “ without vio- 
lating the organic law of the land.” There 
is no organic law forbidding our holding as 
eplonies Cuba, Porto Rico, the Philippines, 
rand all the reebok the West and East Indies. 
Neither would there be the slightest danger 
to our home liberties in so doing. We might 
undertake to rule the whole of China asa 
dependency, provided it came justly into 
our hands, and still not be doing a quarter 
of what little England is doing outside its 
boundaries. The talk of danger and of 
“organic law” is all nonsense, We have 
already in operation forms of territorial gov- 
ernment. in the District of Columbia, New 
Mexico, Alaska, and Hawaii, which need 
but little modification to apply exactly to 
the needs of the ex-Spaniah colonies. There 
is no more “ organic law ” against our rul- 
ing these islanda without popular suffrage 
than there is against ruling the people of | 
Washington City that way. 

Territorial expansion has been the na- 
tion’s policy since the days of the revolu- 
tion. And in those days, as in these,. cir- 
cumstances altered cases, When the col- 
onies first quarreled with the mother country 
they did not intend to cut loose from it, but 
as time went on they changed their minds, 
declared for national independence, and

Later, in Jet- 
ferson's day, came the great Louisiane pur- 
chase. This was followed hy other acts of 
expansion, We have continued working 
and warring for expansion until] the republic 
has reached its present dimensions. I’) is 
no more a departure from our norma! posicy 
to annex the Philippines than it was tohold 
California and Oregon half a century ‘ago, 
when it took from three to six month# to 
reach them. The Philippines are vaetly 
nearer. 

Carlisle harps on the Monroe doctrind| ut 
this has no sort of relevancy to the matter. 
President Monroe, following Peel’s ad¥ice, 
declared that the revolted and free States 
in Central and South America should, fot 
be seized by the holy alliance of 1824, re- 
conquered, and divided up or restore to 
Spain. That is what the Monroe doctrine 
meant when it was enunciated, and | t is 
a different proposition from that of oungp- 
ing the Philippines under present cir 
stances, 

What. Mr. Carlisle says against ther 
wholesome climate might as well be afi id 
against our present Southern States. Po- 


‘ple die from fevers and various diseasés in 


all the States in hot weather. Is that i an 
adequate reason for cutting down our afea 
to the limit of the most healthful regidrts? 
What nonsense! Where did Mr. Cartible 
imbibe all his absurd notions and mistabye?

That is, if the question 
were. submitted in 1900 the proposition 

would have to receive more than half the 
total number of votes cast for Presidential 
Eleetors. 

Bat if that vote is obtained and a con- 

véntinn held, it does not follow that a new 


of the convention will have to be submit- 
ted tp the people, and it may be rejected by 
them. That happened in Ohio a few years 
ago.’ The advocates of a new constitution 
had their convention elected. It drafted a 
new organic law, which was submitted 
tothe people at the polls. It was voted down 
by.them, although the Ohio constitution 
is hot nearly as good as that of Illinois.

SENATOR HANNA’S CONVERSION, 
One of the most remarkable conversions 


is that of Senator Mark Hanna of Ohiv. 
Up to within a short period of the breaking 
out of actual hostilities Mr, Hanna was 
one of the most pronounced oppesents of 
a war with Spain, and later was equally 
hoatile ta the policy of territorial! acquisition 
either us to Cuba or in the Philippines, 
Now, according to a Washington dispatch, 
he has blossomed out into one of the most 
zealous of territorial expansionists. He 
would not be satisfied with the acquisition 
of Manila or Luson alone, but iusists that 
Spain has lost ite hold upon the whule 


Philippine Archipelago beyond recovery and. 


that we have no choice but to retain them, 

Evidently Mr. Hanna has seen “a new 
light” and is wiser than he was a few 
months ago. His change is significant of 
the drift of public sentiment among the 
American people. Just as fast as this 
question has been studied and understood 
publie sentiment has come to the reeogni- 
tion of the fact that we owe a duty to our- 
selves, as weil as humanity, in this re- 
spect, which we cannot afford to ignore. 
While by all the laws' of war to which 
Spain has chosen to appeal they have fallen 
into our hands, there is a rapidly growing 
conviction that there is no reason in the 
constitution or sound political policy whys 
they should not be retained. On the con- 
trary, there are many reasons of an op- 
posite character. It is not necessary that 
they should be admitted as States, but they 
ean be easily governed as ‘Territories. 
Neither can the Monroe doctrine, which re- 
lates solely to territory on the American 
continent, be pleaded as an obstacle or in any 
way be involved in the question. 

Tie Tripune has been constantly and 
consistently in favor of expansion, and now 
congratulates Mr. Hanna that he has seen 
the light towards which the eyes of the 
people are directed and has joined the pro- 
cession. 


RELIGION ‘THE PHILIPPINES. 
Advices from Rome tend strongly te 


corroborate the statement that the Pope 
wishes to see the United States hold 
and govern the Philippine lalands. There 
ave indications that, the Spanish Bishops 
and clergy also want the Philippines to 
pass into American hands, It will be re- 
membered that Archbishop Dozal of the 
Philippine Islands recently came out in 4 
pronounced interview, declaring that the 
only hope for peace and progress in tav 
islands now lay in American control. His 
presentation of the case has evidently had 
its effect on the Vatican and on the Spun- 
ish clergy at home, with the result that 
‘the Catholic Church has become desirous 
of seeing these misruled islands pass into 
American hands, 

The reasou for this is not far to seck 
or hard to understand. The Pope and 
the Catholic clergy know that their church 
will receive equal protection in its rights 
and will be treated with the same impartiaii- 
ty as the Protestant churches under Ameri- 
rule, On the other hand, they know 
that if we withdraw from the islands the 
departure of the American soldiers and 
fleet will be the signal for Aguinaldo and 
his insurgent hordes to begin a devastating 
era of guerrilla warfare, in which | the 
persons and property of the friars will 
‘be mate the objects of the first and bit- 
terest attacks. Even if we-were to say 
we would hand the whole group over again 
to Spain the result would be the same. 


'The only power that can now save the 
Catholics in the Philippines from persecu- 


tion by Aguinaldo and his Malay rebels is 
the American government, 

For this same reason we may depend 
upon the assistance of the ex-Spanish 
clergy in the Philippines in preserving the 
peace there, notwithstanding that they 
know they will no longer have the unlimit- 
éd power by the abuse of which they have 
got themselves into trouble. They have 
come to the point where they will be glad 


to help the American government to pre- 


serve the peace and security of themselves 
and their congregations, They are con- 
vineed that any other course will mean 
internecine war, rapine, looting of churches 
and of church property, and all the suf- 
fering and horrors of practical anarchy. 
This is why the Pope is inclined to counsel 
his Spanish friends to let the Philippines go 
without any further ado. 

Are not these reasons which have in- 
fluenced the Pope and the Oatholic 
Bishops and Archbishops also good and 
sound reasons for the American govern- 
ment as well? Is not their conviction of 
the woeful effects of our withdrawal also a 
valid and conservative reason for our re- 
taining all the islands? 

There is also another religious view of 
the matter which must not be overlooked. 
The pewerful Methodist Church, number- 
ing millions of members in this country, 
is taking a lively interest in our acquisi- 
tion of these islands. Of course, one of 
its motives is that of missions, The Metho- 
dists know that the opening up of the 
Philippines to Protestant workers will af- 
ford a great and favorable field for mis- 
sionary work where the Catholics have 
as yet made but little headway. The 
Baptist clergy and other successful mis- 
sionary churches favor the retention of 
the islands for the same reasons. The 
Protestant missionary motive is as Jegiti- 
mate and commendable as the Catholic 
desire for peace and security in the ic- 
lands, and both combined make up an 
enormous body of intelligent public opinion 
in favor of American occupation of the 
islands. There is plenty of room for the 
efforts of all the churches among the Philip- 
pine natives, 

With these religious forces at work under 
American control there would be more done 
in a dozen years for the conversion and 
civilization of the Philippine natives than 
has been accomplished under Spanish con- 
trol in the last three or four centuries. 
With the aid of the English-speaking 
churches, both Protestant and Catholic, 
and with the teaching of English in the 
secular and religious schools, the language 
would be rapidly spread and adopted, Add 


| to this the increased trade, better mar- 


kets, cheaper goods, lower taxes, higher 
wages, and equal civil and political rights, 
and who is so stupid as not to see what 
a mighty change for the better would quick- 
ly take place among these yellow but quick- 
witted millions under American instruc- 
tion, protection, and encouragement? 

Is it not strange that Bryan of Nebraska, 
Jones of Nevada, Altgeld of Illinois, Bailey 
of Texas, Bland of Missouri, and the other 
debased money leaders of the Democracy 
cannot see all these benefits to humanity 
and to our own country in this proposed ex- 
pansion of American influence? But honest 
benefits to the nation and to the human 
race are not what they are after, so of 
course they canno{ advocate the annexation 
of the 


OLEANING UP SPANISH FILTH. 

The letter from General Wood, Military 
Governor of Santiago, to Secretary Alger, 
printed in the last issue of THe TRIBUNE, is 
remarkable as showing what has been ac- 
complished in that pest hole in the way of 
removing Spanish filth, General Wood 
reports-that when our army entered Santia- 
go its sanitary condition was frightful, 
There were many unburied dead in the 
houses, nearly 3,000 Spanish sick and 
wounded, and 20,000 half-famished refu- 
gees just returned from El Caney. The 
water supply had been cut _off, the streets 
were full of dead animals and garbage, and 
the outhouses and back yards were reeking 
with filth of every description. 

General Wood says he started in from the 
bottom to establish sanitary conditions. [Pe 
removed the dead by cremation. He dumped 
the garbage outside the city and burned it. 
He had the lowest parts of the city drained 
and the ditches which empty into the harbor 
cleaned out. He opened up the water front 
system of sewage. He had the streets and 
back yards cleaned and the water system 
put in good working order. The result of 
this work was immediately apparent. He 
says: “ The death rate has dropped stead- 
ily since we came in and is now about one- 
fourth what it was in July,” and he adds: 

The great expert on yellow fever, Dr. Guiteras, 
assured me in July that an epidemic of yellow 
fever of great severity was absolutely unavold- 
able, and that we were destined to lose a large 
proportion of our people here,, Thus far it has 
been avotded, and not only avoided, but today I 
do not know of an authentic case of genuine yel- 
low fever in Santiage de Cuba proper, and every 
day increases our chances of escape. 

The same thing will happen in all tke 
cities of Cuba. including Havana, after. the 
island comes under the control of the Ameri- 
cans, This will be one of the great blessings 
growing out of American occupation. Gen- 
eral Wood is the man who shou!d be placed 
in charge of Havana as soon as the filthy 
Spaniards are shoved out of it. The same 
encouraging reports come from Manila and 
General Merritt's letters, Although the mug- 
wumps maintained that the tropical climate 
there would be deadly to Americans, it 
has not been, Our soldiers have been there 
since May last and have not suffered more 
than the same number of men would have 
suffered at home. One of the chief bless- 
ings which will follow American occupa- 
tion will be the improvement of sanitary 


conditions, which in itself will improve the ; 


general health, and in the case of Cuba will 
be a safeguard for our own Southern 
Statea. 


ROOK RIVER CONFERENCE. 

The Rock River Conference of the Meth- 
odist Episcopal Church, which is to meet in 
Chicago next Wednesday, will be the fifty- 
ninth session of a body that in some respects 
is the leading organization of Methodist 
ministers. This fact is not realized even by 
many members of the conference itself, 

The conference was organized at Mount 
Morris, Jll,, in 1840. It then embraced the 
northern part of Illinois and a)! the territory 


that is now included in the States of Wis- + 
It began ‘with seventy- | 


consin and Iowa, 
eight traveling and 108 local preachers, and 
6,519 white, twenty-one colored, and forty- 
five Indian members. As the church grew 
in numbers new conferences were formed, 
until now, in the original territory of the 
Rock River Conference, there are seven 
large English-speaking white conferences, 
besides parts of four other conferences. 
The present number of ministers in the 
Rock River Conference is about 300 and 
the membership about 55,000, In the other 
conferences occupying Rock River's orig- 


inal territory the membership is about 250,- 


000. 

The Rock River Conference has always 
been distinguished for its educational and 
literary character. Within its borders are 
four educational institutions, two of which 
are known the world over, one of which— 
Northwestern University—is the largest 
educational institution in Methodism, 

In the councils of the church Rock River 
Conference has always been in the front. 
Its ministerial representatiyes have been 
men whose scholarship and judgment made 
them leaders. Its lay representatives have 
been men of the same type, among them 
having been Orrington Lunt, Grant Good- 
rich, Judge Horton, William Deering, and 
J. B. Hobbs, | 

From this conference have been taken two 
Bishops—Charles H. Fowler and John H. 
Vincent—while Dr. W. X, Ninde was Pres- 
ident of the Garrett Biblical Institute at the 
time of his election as Bishop, though a 
member of another conference; one book 

agent, Dr. Lewis Curts; and one secretary 
of the Church Extension society, Dr, Will-, 
iam A. Spencer; and among those most. 
prominently mentioned in connection with 
future elections to the episcopacy are two 
of its members. 

In connection with the movement for lay 
representation in the Genera] Conference 
Rock River Conference occupies an inter- 
esting position. This movement began many 
years ago, but nothing was accomplished 
until the General Conference which met in 
Chicago in 1868. That body submitted toa 
vote of the ministers an amendment to the 
discipline which provided for the admission 
of lay delegates. The amendment carried 
by a small majority, and laymen were ad- 
mitted to the General Conference of 1872. 
But the-representation was unequal, no con- 
ference being allowed more than two lay 
delegates, though it might have a dozen 
ministerial delegates. Repeated attempts 
have been made to correct this inequality, 
but without success, every proposed amend- 
ment being defeated by large majorities. 
Last year the Rock River Conference, at 
the request of its laymen, submitted another 
amendment providing for equal lay and 
ministerial] representation. This hag re 
ceived already about 700 majority over the 
three-fourths required and is almost certain 
to pass, 

The present session promises to be one of 
the most interesting in the history of the 
conference. Among its special features will 
be the presence and address of Bishop Ga)- 
loway of the Methodist Episcopal Church 
South and of Dr. Cadman of New York, 
who is expected to awaken a special interest 
in aggressive evangelistic work rk in the city,

| PRODUCE MARKET WEAK. 


GRAIN AND PROVISION PRICES SUF- 
FER IN A DULL TRADE. 


Exodus to Omaha Cuts Down the Pit 
Representation—Primary Receipts 
for Three Days Nearly a Million 
Bushels Greater than Last Season— 
Flattering Reports of Crop Pros- 
pects in Europe Cause Weakness— 
Coarse Grain Without Feature. 


The in wheat was influenced 
through the ourb by the heavy clearances 
for the week. Wheat sold for December at 
62%c to 62%c. From that point there was an 
almost unbroken decline to the close. The 
last price was the lowest of the day, away 
below puts, and %c below the best price of 
the session. The exodus of board members 
to Omaha left slim pit representation, and 
the considerations of the day were generally 
against prices. The public cables were not 
significant, but the private cables confirmed 
liberal production in Europe, a point on 
which the trade is touchy, particularly as 
primary receipts are heavy. For three days 
the excess at primary points over the same 
period a year ago has been nearly a million 
bu. Total receipts yesterday were 1,692,000 
bu, against 1,298,000 bu the same day last 
year. Clearances, according to New York 
dispatches, were equivalent to 1,256,000 bu, 
although official postings were 623,000 bu. 
The Northwestern markets had 1,277 cars, as 
against 1,091 a week ago and 1,183 a year ago. 
Minneapolis was decidedly shaky on cash 
wheat, particularly the off grades. Local re- 
ceipts were 837 cars, against 263 a year ago. 
The out inapection was 229,000 bu. The local 
sample market averaged about Ic lower, but 
lacked snap. Liverpool was off 4d on some 
futures. Antwerp was unchanged, and the 
shift in quotations at the beginning of a new 
mofhth in Paris makes comparisons at that 
point impracticable. Private cables told of 
increased offerings by Russia and confirmed 
the reports recently received that the French 
crop will be the largest since that of 1874. 
A Broomhall cable makes the world’s wheat 
crop 2,607,000,000 bu, as follows: France, 
452,000,000 bu; Russta, Poland, and Oaucasia, 
206,000,000 bu; other European countries, 
736,000,009 ‘bu; United States, 650,000,000 bu;

Coarse Grain Follows Wheat. 


The trade in coarse grain was absolutely 
without feature. The fractional concessions 
were due to sympathy with wheat rather 
than to any independent considerations. The 
country is disposed to market corn more 
freely, while the shipping demiand is indiffer- 
ent. There were fair weekly clearances. 
Clearances for the day were 556,000 bu, 
against primary receipts of 815,000 bu. Liv- 
erpool stocks show a small decrease for the 
month of September.

Pellation not from the great Pompey, as 
Many think, but from a word meaning an 
€xpedition, bearing witness to an ancient 


immigration. At last, spreading over the 


fertile Campania came the Romans, heirs to 
all that had preceded them. They built all 
about the lovely bay with the calm green of 
the mountain on which to rest their eyes, 
Weary with the sight of much empire. To 
the west and north rose Neapolis, the “ new 
city,’ a favorite resort for the rich. Almost 
due west stood Herculaneum, an older town, 
Om the seashore like the other. Farther 
from the coast and to the south of the peace- 
ful crater, a little westerly as well, Pompeii 
Stood. Across the bay, where Castellam- 


mare now starids, almost due.south of Vesu- | 


vius, was Stabile. Between these cities the. 
land was thick with the houses of the farm- 
€rsand smaller proprietors. Along the shore 


; the fleherfolk plied their trade. Rome was 


y 150 miles distant, and fresh fish from 
the Bay of Neapolis, like the fresh fruits 
from the sides of Mount Vesuvius, were 
highly regarded in the markets there. 


. Tt was in the year 63 after Christ that the 
Dirst warning was given to all this prosper-. 


The sides of the great cone were covered | 


‘brought from the bowels of the earth when | 
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amused himself by fiddling; but the earlier 
calamity was the more appalling and the 
Jess understood. Dio and one or two more 
have recorded earlier shocks felt in the 
earth about the volcano, but they had passed 
with the generations that suffered from 
them and the new trouble was a real one. 
This warning in A. D. 63 was often repeated 
in Jater years; but the earthquake of the 
year first named was worse than any of its 
successors at that time.. When Pompeii re- 
surged into the light from which it had so 
long been excluded, hardly a house of any 
size or pretension among all in the city 
failed to show traces, generally repaired, 
of the ravages of this convulsion of the 
earth. 

Repeated warnings failed of effect as they 
always must. During the days of threat- 
ening around Vesuvius, as during the re- 
cent operations about Santiago, there was 
great suffering from which many might 
have excused themselves by flight. But, 


‘then. as now, where’ a man’s possessions 


are, where his heart is—with family, home, 
business, and all life holds of good in one 
place, there is more than a little trouble 
in departure. If there should be notice 
given of a mighty tidal wave from Lake 
Michigan a week in advance, all the ap- 
pliances of modern civilization could not 
rescue Chitago’s entire population. This 
was as true there as here forjanother rea- 
son—the country was a happy and fortunate 
one. It had little history. If the region 
was the gateway to the infernal miseries 
of Tartarus, and the scene of the conflict 
of Typhon on the one hand, it was the land 
of the “‘ fortunate Ausonians *’ on the other. 
The first appearance in the history of the. 
mountain itself was in connectign with the 
Gladiator Spartacus, whose deliverances to 
the Roman envoys and others have long 
been kept 
schoolboys, | 
-1¢ was the yea® B. C.72that he took refuge 
in the crater.of the mountain.~Followed by 
Clodius Glabrus, the pretor, he was shut 
up, as the Remans thought, by a guard at 
the single entrance to the cup-shaped hollow. 
Everywhere elise in the mountain were steep,

All went 
down them but the single man who was to 
throw them their. weepons.. This. done, he.

PLINY GOES TO DEATH. 


This is the account of one of the greatest 
writers of modern times of that great catas- 
trophe of ancient times. Here the imagina- 
tion of the novelist and romancer has re-' 
created anew the scenes of that fatal 
Aug. 24, A. D. 79, Not less terrible is the 


torian, man of science, and Admiral in.the 
Roman navy, as told by his nephew, Pliny 
the Younger, in two vivid letters written to 
the historian Tacitus in response to his re- 


hours of so distinguished a man. 

‘“ He was at that time with the fleet under 
his command at Misenum,”’ the nephew be- 
gins. “ Ontthe 24th of August, about 1 in the 
afterfioon, my mother desired him to observe 
a cloud which appeared, of an unusual! size 

‘and shape. He immediately arose and went 

out upon a rising ground whence he might 
‘ get a better sight of this uncommon appéar- 

“A cloud, from which mountain was un- 

_certain at that distance (but it was after- 
wards found to come from Vesuvius), was 
ascending, the appearance of which I can- 
not give you. @ more:exact description of 
than by likening it to that of a pine tree, for 
it shot up to agreat height in the form of a 
tall trunk, whiph spread itself out at the top 
into a sort of}branches; occasioned, I im- 
agine, either by 4 sud@en gust of air that 


impelled it, the force of which decreased as 


it advanced upwards, or the cloud itself be- 
ing pressed Gack by ite own weight, ex- 
panded in the manner I/have mentioned; it 
appeared sométimes bright and sometimes 
dark and spotted, actofding as it was either 
more or inprégnated with earth and 
cinders. This phenomengh seemedto a man 
of such learning ahd research as my uncle 
extraordinary ,aifl’* worth further looking 
into.

‘““He was now so close to the mountain 
| that the cinders, which grew thicker. and 
hotter the nearer he approached, fell into 
the ships, together with pumice stones and 
blackened pieces of burning rock. They 
were in danger, too, not only of runnifig 
aground through the sudden retreat of the 
sea, but also from the vast fragments which 


structed all the shore. Here he stopped to 
consider whether he should turn back again, 
whereupon the pilot advised him so to do. 
‘Fortune,’ replied he ‘favors the brave; 
steer to where Pompianus is.’ Pompianus 
was then at Stabize: This town is separated 
by a bay which the sea, after several in- 
sensible. windings, forms, With the shore. 
He had already sent his baggage on board; 
for, though he was not'at that time in ac- 
tual danger, yet, being within sight of it~ 
and, indeed, extremely near if it should In 
the least increase—he was determined to put 
‘to sea as soon as the wind; which was blow- 
ing dead inshore, should go down.” 


Pliny, brave old man that he was, fou 
his friend much frightened, and sat down

~ After hours of waiting the day broke 
through the Vesuvian smoke, faintly, as on 
the day of an cclipse, and disclosed the land 
as white as snow for the ashes which cov- 
pered it. So. they went home, to wait for the 
‘sorry’ news ‘of the uncle and brother, the 
‘most distinguished, but only one of not less 
than 60,000-human beings wiped from the 
face of the. earth by the outcome of that 
fatal apparition of the pine tree! 

For all the destruction wrought, it is cer- 
tain .that no streams of molten lava boiled 
out and bubbied down the mountain side. 
‘Pompelj’ was covered with stones and ashes 
mierely, which made its preservation with 
so little damage a‘possibility. But Hercu- 
Janeum. was overcome by the liquid mud, 
sometimes called water lava with little rea- 
s0n, and over its devoted site the evidences 
.of, not dess than six eruptions have Spread 
their devastations.’

‘the surfacé of the earth as it was in Pliny’s

In A. D. 472 ashes from it covered 
southern Europe and frightened the Em- 
peror Leo in Constantinople inte leaving his 
palace and seeking refuge in the country, 
In 512 the Campanians were greatly -per- 
turbed by the performances of their voleandy 3 
and Cassiodgrus describes an unpleasant 
habit of stoné-throwing contracted at thet 
time, which slew men and crushed housell 
with equal and rigorous impartiality. Hé 
notes little bit of consolation also, such 
a hopeful man may extract from the most 
cheerless surroundings: ‘““ When the Vests 
vius casts out cinders they are confident of 
a plentiful year,” so Sir Henry Holecroft 
translates. ‘‘ THe aire about it is pure, and 
none more healthy: that the Physitians send 
thither men far gone in Consumptions.” 
Thereafter, until comparatively moder# 
times, it is the chance religionist who bears 
witness to the volcano’s disquietudes from 
year to year. At the beginning this was 
due to the simple fact that the clergy alone 
possessed the ability to read or write: aft 
the end it was because the aid of some 
saint was invoked in solemn ceremonial 
against threatening danger from Vesuvius. 
making it an event to be set down In the 
short and simple annals of the pretender 
church which sent its clergy to head the 
attack on the devils who would set the 
mountain to do a mischief.

So, the chronicles bear witness, even the 
memory of the mountain’s early riot faded 
from the neighborhood. A circular wail ex- 
tended without, the gentle accent of which 
was filled with evidences of agridultural 
prosperity; within broad plains extended te 
an equally gentle ascent, great hends of 
cattle grazing calmly on the fatness brought 
in forgotten years from deep under the earth. 
Only: in the center of these broad grazing 
grounds a slender line of slowly Psing and 
quiékly fading steam showed a pool-or twa 
of warm and wholesome water. The Abbé 
Julius Cesar Braccini describes it thus: 

“The crater was five miles in circumfer 
ence and some 6,000 feet down te the Interia# 
of it; its sides were covered with foresi 
trees and underbrush, and at the bottom 
there was a plain whereon cattle grazed. Tu 
the woody parts wild boars frequently hare 
bored, In the midst of the plain within the 
crater was harrow passage, througl 
which, by a winding path you could descend 
about a mile amongst rocks an@ stones till 
you came to a more spacious plain; in thi 
plain were three little pools placed im the 
triangular form, one toward the east-of hol 
and bitter water, another toward the west of 
water salkter than the sea, and the thirdoi 
hot water that had no particular taste 

This sounds as harmless as the description 
of an Indian prepared for burial, isd it is 
almost an exact description of the seélfsame 
crater that the old gladiator took refuge i 
long centuries before, Like the harmiess 
crater of the earlier time, too, {t was slum 
bering for no one’s good, as the events of 
1631 were soon to prove. With this year 
indeed, begin a curious series of corresponds 
ence between events in American history and 
In the history of this most celebrated of 
volcanoes, which seems to hold good for thé 
year 1898 as well.

It swayed with the force 
of mighty earthquakes, which sent the sea 
shivering many a yard, only to gather it into

@€ memory of man. Bighteen thousand 
tuman beings fell and shriveled in its blight, 
despair followed on the yielding of its fruit, 
and there was no saint whose invoked aid 
it did not successfully mock, This was in 
the ruin of 1681. Thereafter the crater of 
Vesuvius has been a stranger to vines and 
forest trees, as to cattle and wild boars; no 
year passes without some manifestation of 
its forre, and forever there ascends from it a 
danger signal of smoke, ready in the twink- 
ling of an eye to grow into the fatal pine tree. 


LINKED WITH AMERICA, 

In July, 1660, there being then about 80,000 
Inhabitants in the land which, belonged to 
the ofiginal colonies in North America, the 
accumulation of twenty-nine years in the 
way of cinders, and the like was cleared/out 
of the volcano’s throat with one taighty 
cough, leaving a central abyss in the crater 
not less than two miles and a half in depth. 
Its constant activities thereafter set the 
inhabitants of Torre del Greco to making 
an ¥annugl pilgrimage from their homes 
under the western shadow of the mountain 
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Then began the most serious combat known 
in ecclesiastical history between the pow- 
ers of darkness and the relics of the blessed 
saints. One explosion practically challenged 
the church when it knocked down a can- 
delabrum on the altar of the Church of the 


nothing more, and these proved themselves 
efficient in fertilizing grain and vine, so the 
victory was areal one. Since that time the 
battle has been waged with varying re- 
sults, but never with so signal a victory 
wrested from the article of defeat. 

For a month In May, 1698, lava, ashes, and 
hot rains poured inconsecutively from the 
three craters with great damage to life and 
property. In 1701, the year of the found- 
ing of Yale College and of the settlement of 
Michigan, two great streams of lava fol- 


lowed the appearance of the pine tree, with 


the usual dust and ashes and warm showers, 
doing great injury. This was on the sec- 
ond day of July. On March 20, 1704, two 


miles of Hquid flame were sent straight up: 


in the air from Vesuvius. In 1707 the pine 
tree appeared afresh and the harm done was 
great. So, too, it was in 1712, 1713, and 
1714. On June 30, In this last year, the sea 
went back forty feet for the space of fifteen 
minutes, was sucked in, as all thé people 
believed, to the vitals of Vesuvius, and this 
same sea water, so absorbed, destroyed all 
the crops of 1716, falling in showers of bitter 
water. ‘early every year now began to 
manifest’signs of greater or less disturbance, 
but the pine tree did not make itself visi- 
ble until the morning of Sept. 4, 1724. Six 
streams of lava followed it, a new mouth was 
opened to belch forth rocks and ashes at the 
foot of the old cone, and for a fortnight the 
country was terrorized and men suffered in 
both their persons and pockets, 


: 

This rounds out the history of Vesuvius for 
a century after the year of dread in 1631, a 
bad century with all manner of destruction 
in its train. Thereafter a knowledge of the 
doings of the great volcano becomes a mat- 
ter of science, with results recorded by in- 
struments of increasing exactitude and 
everything done in reason to provide a cause 
for the various phenomena. The one great 
step to this end was taken when Sir William 
Hamilton was appointed the British Am- 
bassador to the ill-savored court of Naples. 
For ten years, from 1766 to 1776, he made 
almost daily observations of The mountain, 
which were duly communicated to the Royal 
society in London, and have appeared in not 
less than three publications since, so that 
they have become the common property of 
the text-books. 

Many and many an eruption has been 
noted from that day to this, none of them, 
however, attended by any serious damage 
without the warning signal of the pine 
tree being first displayed. The worst of the 
years intervening was in 1822. The eruption 


Caposecchi, a village of 500 houses, had but 
four of them left to tell the story. The wells 
disappeared, no water being obtainable from 
them except in rare instances. Showers of 
ashes and of volcanic black sand accom- 
panied the appearance of the pine tree, and 
the suffering was acute, the eruptive symp- 
toms not disappearing until October. In 
1845 and 1867, corresponding to the endings 
of the Mexican and the civil wars in this 
country, there were unusual disturbances, 
the last of these extending well into 1868. 
It is to be expected that the war with Spain 
would bc commemorated in a similarly un-

Stand of the Minority. 


s There is a strong minority led by no 
person than the Rt.-Rev. Henry C. 
Bishop of New York, which ie strongly op- 
posed to the adoption of the preposed pro- 
hibitive canon.

Wiliiam R. Huntington of Grace Church, 
New York; by the Rev. J. H. Eccleston of 
Baltimore; and by laymen W. H. Lightner 
of Minmesota and Frank H. Miter of 
Georgia.

May Follow English Law, 


It is proposed to strike out the section 
quoted and to insert in its place this: 


the parties to which are within the degrees 
of consanguinity and affinity defined in the 
eighteenth chapter of Leviticus.”’ 

This will prevent marriage within the 
Episcopal Churcl@ with a deceased wife's 
sister or a deceased husband's brother. It 
will also prevent the uniting by aclergyman 
of the church of first cousine. ~~ ' 

The genéral convention intends that the 
church shall take its stand firmly against 
clandestine marriages and entirely new pro- 
visions touching this subject probably will 
receive the sanction of thé delegates without 
“any division. One of “thése provisions 
makes it the duty, from which’there is no 
turning aside, of all clergymen to warn the 
‘people from time to time that thé church dis- 
countenances clandestine marriages. A se0- 
ond paragfaph absolutely forbids any minh- 
ister from solemnizing the marriage of any 
minor unless the parent or guardian is pres- 
ent or shall have given written consent to 
the marriage. Agother paragtaph makes 
clandestine marriages in the proper sénse of 
the word impossible. This paragraph for- 
bids any clergyman from solemnizing the 
marrfage of any persons unless he or the 
“two witnesses who must nece be 
present are personally acquainted with the 
contracting parties.

SHOWS. GREAT ABILITY. 


Under flis Guidance Great North- 
ern Is a Success. | 


IN BALTIMORE AND OHIO. 


The change in control of the Baltimore and 
Ohio railroad brings into the company a 
type of men Wholly different from any 
known in its history, extending back, as it 
does, for three-quarters of a century and 
marked by many eventful epochs, staies a 
writer in the New York Tribune. The new 
quartet in control—Hill, Field, Armour, and 
Ream—are hard-headed, hard-fisted, rugged 
business-men of the West, men with clear 
heads, shrewd natures, and accustomed to 
business transactions of great magnitude. 
They have grown yp with the West and 
have seen it unfoldand magnify as under an 
Aladdin touch. They are men of great re- 
sources, steady nerves, and dogged tenacity. 
The story of the growth of the West is 50 
closely interwoven with the lives of these 
men that to write the life of one or all would 
be almost to write a history of the growth 
of Chicago and the great Northwest. But 
of the four, perhaps, the personality, the 
characteristics, and the life of James J. 
Hill are the most fascinating and most in- 
teresting. It has been said of him that his 
life reads like a romance, and, indeed, there 
is much in the statement. 


« Tn all the broad region beyond the great 


lakes which is spoken of vaguely as “ the 
Northwest”’ there is no man who has 
wrought such wonders in the railroad world 
as James J. Hill, now President of the Great 
Northern railway company, and to be the 
controlling, dominant factor in the new Bal- 
timore and Ohio railroad. Of Canadian 
birth, he never received the benefit of a thor- 
olgh education. He was born at Guelph, 
Ontario, in 1838. He received a pretty g00d 
education before he arrived at the age of 
15, when the death of his father compelled 
him to do someth!ng for his own support. 
Three years later he started on a tour of 
exploration in the United States. After a 
time. he settled in St. Paul, then a town of 
5,000 inhabitants, and that has been his home 
From there he has worked and 
planned. Had he lived in New York It is safe 
to say that he would have been as widely 
known as was Jay Gould. Today, at the 
age of 60, he is still @ young man in energy, 
determination, and activity. Of medium 
or average hefght, he is of stocky build and 
sturdy. He is a fascinating talker, a de- 
lightful companion, and impresses one with 
his self-reliance and his capacity for work. 


Hill’s Rise to Fame. 
Step by step Mr. Hill has risen in the rail- 


been by sheer hard work, careful calculation, 
tenacious adherence to his own ideas, and 
shrewd judgment. Up to 1873 Mr. Hill was 
engaged in the fuel and transportation busi- 
ness in St. Paul. When, in 1873, the St. Paul 
and Pacific railroad defaulted on the pay- 
ment of its bonds and passed into the hands 
of a receiver Mr. Hill saw his chance for ob- 
taining control of a wonderfully rich prop- 
erty. He was at the time thoroughly fa- 
miliar with the business of the road and with 
the: enormous resources of the country 
tributary to it and its projected lines. He 
had. seen the moderate stream of traffic 
which he controlled over the railroad and 
its steamboat connections on the Mississippi

He seized the situation with a firm 
and masterful hand. It became his fixed 
idea to get control of the road, and he set to 
work to bring about the combinations neces- 
sary,to achieve that difficult result. There 
were about $27,000,000 of the defaulted bonds 
outstanding. They were mostly held in 
| Amsterdam, and were so discredited that it 
was possible to buy them at a low figure. 


Gets His First Road. 


Mr. Hill at once began negotiations with 
the committee that represented the Dutch 
bondholders. He {interested with him Nor- 
man W. Kittson, Donald A. Smith, and 
George Stephen, then President of the Bank 
of Montreal, and finally the control of the 
road was secured, although the negotiations 
continued through five years. By 1879 the 
» new management had completed the road

The Great Northern 
reaches from Lake Superior to Puget Sound. 
Its grades have been reduced to the lowest 
possible limit to insure economical operation, 
and its capitalization has been kept down 
to a minimum. 

The management of the Great Northern 
railroad since the time that James J. Hill 
became identified with it has been a model 
for railroad men all over the country.

A warm personal friend of Mr. Hill, writ-

Mr. ‘Hill 
married early,,and afound his marriage 
clings.a romance. He met thé Woman who 
is now his wife when he was comparatively 
poor and unknown. She was a poor girl, 
and had in her life enjoyed few advantages. 
Here again his great reserve power and his 
masterful ability to labor and wait showed 
itself; After winning. her pledge.to mafry 
him he arranged for the education of this 
girl, and the young woman, witha hungry 
mind, found open to her ali the doors that 
had previously been closed.. She became a 
cultivated, broadly . e@ucated, -beautiful 
woman. It is this gracious woman who now 
presides over the magnificent home in St.

Two wings and an additional story 
were added to the buiidéng and thus it stood 
until two years later, when it was de- 
stroyed by the great fire. The city then 
paid for its half of the property $500,000. 
This included, however, its share of the ex- 
pense of repairing and» enlarging the 
structure. This building was the pride of 
every true Chicagoan. From its roof swung 


over the roar of the flames of the great con- 
flagration until the fire drove the ringer from 
his post. 

Quartered in Police Station. 


During the great fire Chicago’s City Hall 
may be said to have been at the corner of 
Ann and Washington streets, for there the 
Mayor made his headquarters.’ On Oct. 11, 
before the ruins were cold, the Council ap- 
pointed a committee to get 4 building. The 
Mayor said the place to go was the corner of 
Hubbard court and Wabash avenue. Re- 
versing the usual vesting of prerogatives, 
the Council vetoed this and directed the 
Mayor, the Controller, and the City Clerk to 
go to the West Madison Street Police Sta- 
tion, and’ there they went. Thus it was that 
for a short time a police station, crowded 
with criminals, served as the headquarters 
of a great municipality. —

Liast week, when he made Frank, Kasper, 
and Conrad, all under 12 years of age, and 
Drought before him for breaking windows, 
stand up and hold their hands above their 
heads until they were exhausted and begged 
to be relieved, it was not the first time he 
had inflicted a genuine old-fashioned pater- 
nal rebuke. When the three youngsters 
were finally released, they departed with de- 
¢idedly more respect for Dooley and police 
court justices in general than they ever 
had entertained. In fact, their respect 
grew to reverence, and the justice asserts 
that he probdbly will never be bothered with 
them agafn.

Other and similar punishments have been 
‘{nstituted under Dooley’s régime. Almost 
daily, when some lad who loves to violate 
every known city ordinance is brought be- 
fore the justice, he is sent down-stairs and 
locked in a dark cell in solitary confinement 
and is made to understand that he is to be 
kept there for life. As soon as he is left 
alone in the gloom the little fellow begins 
to grow penitent; he begins to think that 
after all the petty deviltries and the theft 
of-the day before were not worth the price 
of eternal imprisonment. After a while he 
begins to cry and to beg for mercy. Then he 
is released. And it usually is a good long 
time before he faces the justice again. It 
is not quite forcible enough to sentence these 
‘boys to suffer physical punishment. Many 
‘of them are used to that. Such punishment 
might be a lesson that would last a week, 
but after that liberty brings daring and reck- 
lessness. They must be frightened—well 
frightened—then the lesson proves adequate. 
‘ Recently three youths were brought before 
Justice Dooley for an offense that was not 
the initial one. The justice was puzzled 
for a moment how to prevent another repe- 
tition. His inventiveness and knowledge of 
jvumen nature, especially that of bad boys, 
came to his assistance... He sent for the 
‘mothers of the lads, who were Poles, with- 
ut the slightest knowledge of the Eng'!sh 
Calling in a policeman as inter- 
preter, the justice infprmed the women that 
their sons would be hanged next morning 
and that the neighborhood would be freed 
of a pestilence. The three young prisoners 


were of the tender age of 9 or 10, and the 
three Polish mothers, with shrieks of horror 
‘and grief that echoed through the dingy 
g@tation-house, rushed for their boys and en- 
veloped them in Hitherto neglectful motherly 
arms, hugging them and covering their de- 
Yenseless heads with shawls and aprons as 
‘a mother will to protect her child from some 
of the hard knocks of,the world. 

Plan Proves Effective. 

™“~ The whole demonstration ‘shawed the 
thorough efficiency of the plan, The wail- 
ing and tears continued, to be followed by a 
most interesting and dramatic climax. Jus- 
tice Dooley told the policeman that :ifter.a 
certain period of suspense he was to rescue 
ithe three boys from the tyranny of the aw- 
ful justice and restore them to liberty. The 

ustice busied himself with a bundle of 
pers in one corner of the courtroom, 
while the policeman led the prisoners out 
to what they thought sure imprisonment, 
to be followed sooner or later by hanging. 
After a whisperéd consultation in the ante- 
room the patrolman became a hero in their 
eyes, risking his badge for the lives of three 
young rascals. Their pattering, flying steps 
‘as they made a rush for the front door of 
‘the station echoed back in the courtroom, 
and made the face of the justice beam with 
patisfaction. 

It requires considerable thought to finda 
punishment for every offender that is 
brought up. Every culprit must be dealt 

_ with in some original way, because when 
they get out they are liable to compare 
notes. Every police court justice in the city 
‘has a dozen or more juvenile offenders to 
deal with éach week. The question of how 

*to dispose of them has never been ade- 
Guately solved by any one. It is hard to 

lieve that a child of 9 with an innocent

‘Incorrigible a criminal as his grown up 
brother. It hurts the heart of the justice 
to send a boy like this to the bridewell, where 
Jthe influence is almost as evil as the al- 
teys.

- Justice Ebérhardt said yesterday: “ We

demands. The criminal cases should, ac- 
«cording to law, be sent to the Criminal! Court 

and the culprit held inthe County Jail await- 
trial.. However, this is done only in 
the harshest cases. A petition may be filed 
in the County Court to have the boy sent to 
‘a reformatory. To this end we have gained 
the codperation of Hull House. With the 
‘assistance of Miss Stevens of that Institution 
tan inquiry is made into the nature of the 
boy’s home life. If itis found that the par- 
ents are capable and willing of asserting a 
better control over the boy then he is re- 
ifeased, otherwise he is sent, through appli-

Justice Dooley is inclined to believe, too, 
that ‘willful neglect on the part of parents 
has brought about most of the crime on the 
part of youthful offenders. Believing this, 
he sends for the parents and insists upon 
their presence at the trial, and reprimands 
them rather than their children. Justice 
Dooley approves of the John Worthy School 
on the West Side for the most incorrigible 
lads. The John Worthy Schg@ol is really an 
annéx of the bridewell, although it is under 
the control of the Board of Education. 
Teachers are supplied by the local board, 
and a regular curriculum is mapped out best 
fitted fot boys of.this class. Considerable at- 
tention is paid t0 manual training. At pres- 
ent, in lieu of something better, the minor 
offenders among the boys are sent there, 
while the girls are sent to the school at 
Geneva.

“It was‘an old story, read in my boyhaod 
days, of the valley in India to which the wild 
elephants went.to die,’’ said the naturalist.

that has yet been designed. He has secures. 
according to all accounts, a surprising m. 
duction in weight of materials and in the 
space to contain them; the elimination o 
the heavy working parts of the mac 
and the consequent reduction of weight 
permitting the turbine engine to ria with 
the smoothness and noiselessness of g sew.

of Greece less than a year ago made use of 


a gun. Queen Victoria has been on several 
occasions shot at, but never once wounded, 


while King Amadeus, as well as the late 
‘ King Alfonso of Spain, repeatedly had their 
lives attempted by regicides armed with 
pistols, invariably escaping without any in- 
jury. Czar Alexander IJ. was shot at at 
least twice without being hit, once by the 


schoolmaster Solovieff at St. Petersburg, and 


on the other occasion by the Pole Berezewski 
at Paris. 
France, the Kings Milan and Alexander of 


Servia, the late King of Holland, Napoleon | 


{lI., the present Kings of Denmark, Wiirtem- 
berg, and Roumania, and Prince Ferdinand 
of Bulgaria have similarly remaiyped un- 
harmed when shot at, and in fact the only 
old world ruler that I can recali having been 
even wounded by a shot was the old Em- 


peror William, when fired at by Dr. Nobiling. | 


They’re Poor Shots. 


The reason for this immunity which 
crowned heads seem to enjoy whenever fire- 
arms are used by those who have resolved 
to take their lives must be ascribed to the 
fact that in order to insure a good aim 
with either gun or pistol practice and, above 
all, steadiness of nerve, are indispensable, 
neither of which is, as a rule, possessed by 
the regicides. 

With a knife, however, it is entirely a 
different thing, and the assassins who re- 
sort to cold steel as a means of accom- 
plishing their nefarious designs are _ 
variably far more dangerous men than 
those who content themselves with fire- 
arms, for whereas the man who uses a 
pistol or a gun against a monarch can hope 
to effect his escape, the murderer whodraws 
his knife on the anointed of the Lord faces 
certain capture and probable death. In- 
deed, it needs a rare dose of courage and 
desperation to assail old world rulers with 
a knife, for they are usually well guarded. 
When one refiects how much easier it is to 
protect the chief of a State, a crowned head, 


.Or a great personage against an assassin 


armed with a poniard, who is compelled to 
literally throw himself on his victim in order 
to accomplish his object, than from a mur- 
derer armed with gun or pistol, who can 
shoot from behind a hedge or tree, from 
a window or from a rooftop, without even 
being seen, it is difficult to understand why 
the knife should have been so much more 
efficacious in connection with regicide. 


Joseph Wears Scars. 
Thus, President Carnot, like Empress 
succumbed to a dagger, being 
well-nigh disemboweled by the knife of 
Cesario. The Emperor of Austria retains on 
his left shoulder the scars of the terrible 
knife wound which he received some forty- 
seven years ago, while old Queen Isabella of 
Spain bears likewise a horrible scar caused 


‘by the savage thrust of the poniard with 


which the Priest Matino endeavored to 
murder her in 1852. King Humbert would 
have been stabbed to the heart at Naples by 
Passanante teh years ago had not his Prime 


. Minister, Cairoli, thrown himself in front 


of his sovereign and received the knife in 
his own body, del & both the King and 
the Queen with his blood. King Milan's 
predecessor on the throne of Servia was cut 
to pieces by assassins in the pay of Prince 


Karageorgevitch while walking in the gar- 


dens of his suburban palace, near Belgrade. 
Napoleon II.’s life was thrice attempted by 
Italian assassins armed with the same kind 
of triangular file used by Lucheni to kill 
Empress Elizabeth, the regicides being in 


_ @ach case betrayed on the eve of the time 


appointed for the perpetration of their crime. 
These péculiarly formed stilettos, found con- 
cealed about their persons, bore engraved on 
he gw the word ‘‘ Remember,’’ destined to 
recall to mind of the Emperor the oath which 
he had taken when as a young man he joined 
the Carbonari conspiracy to endeavor to 
secure the freedom of Italy. The object of 
the triangular form of the weapon was that 
the lips of the wound made thereby should 
close of their own accord, and the bleeding 
be entirely internal, and, therefore, beyond 
the powers of the surgeons to arfest. 
Ungrateful Sovereign. 
Stambuloff, the dictator of Bulgaria, was 
literally carved to fragments under the win- 
dows of the palace of Prince Ferdinand, 
who owed to him his throne, and who has 
left his assassins unpunished to this day. 
The sovereign Duke of Parma, Bourbon 
father of the present’ ex-Duke of Parma, 


‘was murdere? with daggers by assassins, 


who effected their escape to this country, 
one of them dying in a Philadelphia hospital 
only a few years ago. The predecessor of 
the present Prince of Montenegro, Prince 
Daniel, and Lord Frederick Cavendish, 
nephew of Mr. Gladstone. brother of the 
Duke of Devonshire and Irish Secretary, suc- 
cumbed to the knife, as did also the Duc de 
Berri. heir to the French throne, and father 


of that French King who, as a child, reigned 


for a few hours under the name of Henry 
V., and was known throughout the remain- 
Ger of his life as the Count of Chambord. 
Nor should I omit in this list the late Earl 
of Mayo, who was stabbed by a native con- 


-¥ict in the Andaman Islands while Viceroy 


of India. Many more instances could be 
cited to show how far more dangerous in the 
hands of the assassin is the knife than either 
pistol, rifle,.cr even bomb. And once the 


‘police, who are, as a rule, selected from the 


less highly educated classes, get this fact 
ihto their somewhat obtuse heads, crimes 


such as that perpetrated at Geneva upon 


Empress Elizabeth of Austria will be less 
frequent and rendered practically impossible. 


Police Cannot Cope with Anarchy. 

There is no doubt whatsoever that in order 
to deal with these Anarchists and foes to 
society, who constitute the chief danger to 
the rulers of the world, and who furnish 


-mearly all the successful or unsuccessful 


assassins of the latter, an entirely different 
ppecies of police force to that now in ex- 
istence is needed. The Anarchists and 
Nihilists are in many instances composed 
of men of altogether superior instruction

more or less unbalanced by the inability to 
turn their accomplishments to profitable ac- 
count, and who have been soured, as well 
as embittered, by the spectacle of men less 
intelligent, less learned, and less gifted than 
themselves enjoying rank, office, and af- 
fluence from which they themselves are de- 
barred. It is from the graduates of the 
universities of the Old World, graduates 
who have been unable to obtain employ- 
ment in keeping with what they eas to 

be their attainments, that are recruit d the 
| leaders of the Nihilist movement in Russia, 
of the Anarchist agitation in central and 
western Europe, of the Black Hand society 
in Spain and Portugal, and of the Mafia, 
the Camorra. and of the Socialist propa- 
| ganda in Italy. | 

Men of Intellect Lead. 


Moreover, few people on this side of the 
Atlantic have any idea of the extent to 
which men of birth and of breeding are 
comprised in the ranks of these dangerous 
foes of the social system. Russian Princes 
and Princesses, Italian Dukes. Spanish 
Counts and Marquises, German Barons and 
nobles abound. Some of them have been 
driven into the camp of anarchy and nihil- 
ism--which are one and the same thing— 
by injustice and tyranny to which they have 
been subjected by either sovereign or gov- 
ernment officials. Others, again, have ranged 
themselves under the red flag because they 
have committed some offense or other en- 
tailing their*ostracism and expulsion from 
society; while yet others are Anarchists 
solely because they are without means to 
live in accordance with their birth and rank. 
But be the reason of their presence among 
the cohorts of anarchy and nihilism what 
it may, there is no doubt whatsoever that 
their superiority of education, as wellas the 
breeding and delicacy of intellect which are 
theirs by birth and by bringing up, renders 
them most terribly dangerous foes to society, 
all the more as they themselves, as a rule, 
remain in the background and content them- 
selves with the instigation and the organiza- 
tion of crimes such as the assassination of 
Empress Elizabeth, of the Spanish Premier 
Canovas, of President Carnot, and of Czar 
Alexander II., leaving the perpetration 
thereof to men of the stamp of Cesarilo, 
Luchenil, etc. | 

It must be remembered that the founder 
and father of anarchy and nihilism was a 
nobleman of ancient lineage—namely: Baron 
Bakounine—and among the leaders of his 
school now living and who have handles to 


their names are Prince Krapotkine, Prince 


Victor Nackachidze, Baroness von Roedel, 


who passes as his wife; Prince Tasca of 


Sicily, Count Casa Gonzalez, and the Marquis 
Valera of Spain, and the two Dukes Notar- 


_bartolo-Villarosa of Italy. I could mention 


scores more of Princes, Counts, and Barons 
thus arrayed in warfare against -the social 
system of the present day, but those enum- 
erated above may suffice to show that an- 


-archy is directed and led in its campaign 
against law and order by men of birth, edu- 


cation, and intellect. 
Growth of the Anarchist Propaganda. 
It is to this fact, coupled with the circum- 


stance that the police upon which the gov- 
.ernments in the old world, as well as in the 
‘new, 


rely to combat and suppress 
anarchy are recruited exclusively from the 
lower classes of society, whose intelligence 


and education are of an infinitely lower or- 
der, that must be ascribed the lamentable 
‘failure of either state or society to cope with 


these, their bitter and most dangerous foes. 
For there is no doubt that the Anarchist 
movement throughout the civilized world is 
.today immeasurably stronger, more wide- 
spread, and above all More dreaded, than 
either ten or twenty years ago. Yet the 
origin of the movement dates only from 
1868, when it was first brought into existence 
by Baron Bakounine at Geneva and Basle, 
in Switzerland. Every imaginable device 
in the shape of special laws and police legis- 
lation has been resorted to by the govern- 
ments of the oid world in order to combat 
anarchy. But it has all beenin vain. The 
fight has never been an equal one, main- 
ly owing to the failure of the authorities to 
intrust the protection of society to men as 
well equipped by intelligence, breeding, and 
education as the leaders of the Anarchist 
‘movement. In fact, the conflict all along 
has been one which can only be compared 
to a duel between an ordinary trooper, armed 


with a common cavalry saber and bound 


down by the rules of the indifferent swords- 
manship which he has been taught in his 
regiment, against a most accomplished 
fencer, arméd with a perfectly tempered 
rapier, up to every trick and artifice of the 
science of *‘ tierce et-quarte,”’ and bound by 
no rules of swordsmanship, or even of hon- 
or. Of course the police have no show, even 
though they have the moral support of the 
knowledge that tReir cause is the cause of 
law and order. That support is more than 
counterbalanced by the indifference to death 
of their opponents and by the feeling of the. 
latter that they have nothing whatsover to 
lose in the fight. | 
‘The Holy Ban 


§ This, naturally, will lead to the inquiry as 


pétent men for police duty, at any rate in 
dealing with the anarchical movement, or, 
failing that,. why society itself, with its 
bound! resources of capital and of clever 
men of leisure, does not organize some spe- 
cies of association for its protection, and for 
the purpose of combating anarchy, nihilism, 
and the kindred movements against law and 
order. In fact, since my letter in these col- 
umns the other day on the subject of an- 
archy, I have received several communica- 
tions from readers suggesting this plan, and 
inquiring why it could not be put into execu- 
tion. | 

I can only state in reply that it has been 
tried once, and resulted in igmentable fail- 
ure. It was in Russia that the attempt was 
made, some twelve or thirteen years ago. 
Under the title of the Holy Band a secret 
society similar in every respect to the Nfhil- 
ist and Anarchist conspiracy was organized, 
with the sole object of combating the iatter. 
Composed of the best biood in the land, its 
aim was to insure the safety of the imperial 
family, and at the same time to encounter 
the Nihilists and Anarchists with their own 
weapons—that is to say, by secret organiza- 
tion. The neceSsary Tesources were raised 
by subscriptions from the nobility, the late 
Paul Demidoff, Prince of San Donato, pay- 
ing the larger part of the expenses of the 
new society. The Grand Duke Vladimir 
and Count Woronzow secured the late Czar’s 
approval of the statutes of the association, 
which began its operations, if I remember 
aright, in 1883. Veterans of the former Na- 


and intellect, whose minds have become | 


to why the government did not employ com- 


poleonic secret police, among others the | 


well known M. Hyrvoix, were engaged to do 
the so-called “ dirty work,’’ but were soon 
ousted by young bloods, Who declared them- 
selves ready to accept any kind of subor- 
dinate place and to perform any amount of 
labor which until then had been regarded 
as unclean. It seemed as interesting as it 
was amusing to act in the capacity of a de- 
tective, and to travel on secret, missions to 
Paris and Vienna at the expense of the asso- 
ciation, and with the feeling that one was 
performing a patriotic service, and was con- 
sidered in the light of a personal protector 
of the Czar. Of course, the official police 
looked upon the concern with anything but 
friendly eyes, the only member thereof who 
showed sympathy with the Holy Band being 
the late General Tcherevine, who closely 
identified himself with the movement, seeing 
therein a prospect of alliance with the aris- 
tocracy and highest society in the land.

time the Holy Band was looked upon—in 
Muscovite society, at any rate, and at court 
—as the salvation of Russia, and ap having 
given the death blow to the dragon of an- 
archy. As long as its members werked in 
unison with. the State police and codperatéd 
with the latter, of course they could not do 
much harm. ‘The achievement of a few 
minor successes, which had the effect of 


| still further increasing the jealousy and ill- 


will of the regular State police, encouraged 
the Holy Band te cut itself adrift from the 
latter, and, on the grounds of its disloyalty 
and unfriendliness, to work independently 
and even against it. In fact, beforé long the 
State police and the Holy Band were not only 
in secrét, but also in open, conflict with each 
other. This resulted in the most grotesque 
scenes that were the talk of the town. It 
sometimes happened that the agents of the 
Holy Band and their myrmidons: arrested 


‘whole sections of the State secrét police, 


while at other times the reverse happened. 
At length the late Czar came to-the con- 
clusion that the Holy Band was ‘a source 
of danger and of ridicule rather than one 
of safety, that its members looked upon 
their vocation either as a means of enrich- 
ing themselves or as an opportunity for 
indulgence in adventures which: brought 
neither advantage nor honor to the country, 
and so he determined quietly to dispense 
with its services, and to be satisfied with 
the protection afforded by the regularly con- 
stituted police. That was the end of the 
Holy Band. 

It is to be feared that the revival of the 
Holy Band or the creation of any ahalogous 
organization, either in Russia or elsewhere, 
for combating anarchy and nihilism would 
result in much the same kind of fiasco. If 
anarchy is to be fought with success it will 
be necessary to resort to other means than 
this. But at the same time it must be borne 
in mind that the existing police, in the Old 
World at any rate, have demonstrated their 
utter incapacity to deal with thesé foes of 
society. Some new means of defense will, 
therefore, have to be devised by the civilized 
powers when they meet in conferente on the 
subject some weeks hence.

BROWN BEARS UP IN ALASKA. 


They Are Good Roadmakers and Fur- 


nish Dangerous Sport for 
the Hunter. : 


t+ 

“The brown bear is the great roadmaker 
of the Alaska peninsula,” said Hugh Mayo, 
a guide of many years’ experience'in that 
region. } ‘‘ Not only are the banks of the 
streams trodden into good trails by the huge, 
lumbering brutes, but the swampy plains 
are crossed in every direction bj paths 
leading to the hills. The traveler-will do 
well to follow them in journeying across the 
country, as they invariably lead to the best 
fording places of streams and form the 
easiest routes to the hills: The northern 
side of the Kenai peninsula, bordering the 
shores of Cook Inlet, Kaodiak Island, and 
the Alaskan peninsula as far west as Uniak 
Island are favorite stamping grounds of the 
Alaska brown bear. He is a huge, shaggy 
animal, varying in length from six to. twelve 
feet and weighing from 800 to 1,100 pounds. 
This bear possesses all the courage and 
fierceness of his southern cousin, the grizzly, 
and he has been hunted so little as yet that 
he is absolutely fearless of man and is an 
exceedingly dangerous adversary. ~ 

““One of the best places in Alaska to find 
the brown bear is in the vicinity of Portage 
Bay, ten or twelve miles across Unga Strait 
from Sand Point. One summer while I was 
at Sand Point two hunters came in after an 
absence of a month in the vicinity 6f Port- 
age Bay and reported having killed thirty- 
three bears. One day they killed sevén. 

“In dealing with the Alaska brown bear 
a hunter should never go alone. A com- 
panion is almost as essential as a gun. If 
possible, a man well acquainted with the 


peculiar habits of this animal should be 


engaged to act as guide. Good bear dogs 
are of great assistance, but they must be 
brought into the country by the huhter, as 
there are few dogs there. 
trees as far west as Portage Bay, and the 
hunter must be exceedingly careful how 
he enters the heavy thickets which cover the 


*river bottoms, as the bears favor this kind 
of ground, and if aroused or wounded will — 


unhesitatingly attack. | 

“Being an expert fisher, the bear fre- 
quents, during the salmon season, all the 
rivers emptying into Bering Sea and the 
North Pacific and their tributaries as far 
as the fish go. After the salmon: run is 
over the animal retreats into the recesses 
of the hills, where berries and small game 
are plentiful. 

“The Alaska cranberry is an especially 
toothsome morsel to the’ brown bear, al- 
though the berry is not sweet, and the bear 
has a particularly sweet tooth. The Alaska 
cranberry grows on marshes that Pa 
and éven 3,000 feet"above the sea levek When 
ripe they are almost a deep purple. They 
do not have seeds, like the New Jefsey or 
Cape Cod cranberry, but have a stone, flat 
like the seed of a pawpaw, and so hard that 
only the best steel blade will make a mark 
on it. Jelly made from these berries is 
of a rich claret color and as transparent 
as the most flawless glass. The flavor of it 
is delicious. Bear hunters haunt thése ele- 
vated marshes when the berries afe,ripe, 
for then they are sure of a profitable and 
easy bear harvest.’’—Ex.

Take, for instance, the three most famous 
‘frigates in the early American navy, the 
Constitution, the President, and the United 
‘States. Without their armaments they cost 
$302,719, $220,910, and $299,336 respectively. 
‘For the sake of round numbers say they 
cost $300,000 each. Against this we have 
the $3,180,000 for the Oregon, the $3,010,000 
‘for the Iowa, and the $3,020,000 for the Indi-

KILLED SOLDIERS LIKE SHEEP. 


Some of the Horrors of the Soudan Now 
Coming to Light—-Fury of the 
Dervishes. 


When Osman Digna first arrived in the 
Suakin district as the Mahdi’s apostle it was 
found that the dervishes were not men who 
could be fought in the manner customary to 
civilization. It was not a matter of maneu- 
vering, or “‘coming into action at 1,000 
yards,” or anything of that kind. The der- 
vish method of fighting was something much 
more simple. The enemy being sighted, ban- 
ners are raised, swords are drawn, spears 
are poised, and the whole force goes straight 
at him. That was what Mahmud Pasha 


Taher and Commander Moncrieff had not 


realized when, on Nov. 4, 1883, they took 550 
Egyptians from Suakin toward Tokar. One 
hundred and fifty dervishes completely rout- 
ed them: Moncrieff was among the killed. 


Suakin was paralyzed, stiff with terror. 


Then Valentine Baker, our former dash- 


ing Colenel of hussars, was commissioned 


by the Khedive to retrieve this disaster. His 
Egyptians were slaughtered at El Teb like 
sheep; they fled, they .knelt on the desert, 
raising their hands in prayer, stretching 
forth their necks to the sword. ere was 
no quarter for Egyptians or English; their 
heads rolled in the sand; their bodies were 
smitten through and through with spears.
